D., July 23.—President 
Coolidge today ‘penetrated further 
into the Western country and added 
two new experiences to his vacation 
in‘ the Black Hills; he panned for 
gold and permitted the photograph- 
ers and movie men to make the first 
pictures of him fishing for trout. 

The President traveled seventy 
miles to the Summer camp of ex- 
Governor McKelvie of Nebraska, in 
a picturesque section amid pines 
and roaring canyons, to get this fur- 
ther taste of the West. 

The trip to the McKelvie camp 
from Mystic was made over a log 
road,’ but the President decided to 
return over a trail used by the fire 
warden. This trail brought him over 
a path that wound around the moun- 
tain 700 feet above Mystic Valley. 
The. McKelvie camp is 4,700 feet 
above sea-level. The President made 
the walk in his shirt sleeves, Colone! 
E. W. Starling of the Secret Service 
force. blazing the trail. The _Presi- 
dent was second, followed by Secret 
Service men and movie men. 

The return trip. completed a fitting 
picture of a day given over to pic- 
ture making in these hills that fifty 
years ago lured _the pioneers to the 
gold fields. 

The last two miles of the trip into 
the distant mountains was accom- 
plished by the President and Mrs. 
Coolidge riding in a farm wagon. 
The road became so precipitous just 
before the camp was reached that 
the President eased the tugging 
horses. by getting out and pushing 
the wagon in which was seated Mrs.

44,976 Applicants Accepted

LONDON, July 23.—The advisabil- 
ity of a full exposition of the British 
position at the Geneva naval limita- 
tion conference by Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain, Foreign Secretary, before 
the House of Commons Monday eve- 
ning will be discussed at the Cabinet 
meeting Monday morning, it was 
learned today. 

If the decision of the Cabinet is 
favorable, a chance may be afforded 
for a Commons debate and a com- 
plete airing of the views held by the 
different parties on the negotiations. 

But the outlook of both Cabinet and 
Commons for placing Great Britain’s 
views on naval limitation more com- 
pletely before the world was shad- 
owed today by the prospect that Sir 
Austen may be too ill to attend either 
gathering. 

The Foreign Secretary suffered a 
chill this morning and is confined to 
his room. This necessitated cancel- 
ing his engagements to attend a me- 
morial service for King Ferdinand of 
Rumania and a reception at the 
Egyptian Legation. But it was said 
that he hoped to be able to resume 
his duties on Monday.

URGES HUDSON TUBE 
EXTENSION TO NEWARK 


Report to Mayor Raymond Also 
Calls for Subway in City’s 
Congested District. 





Two important recommendations to 
the City of Newark are embodied in 
the report of traffic engineers made 
public by Mayor Thomas L. Ray- 
mond yesterday. 

One is the extension of the Hudson 
& Manhattan tube from Park Place 
to a terminal under the apex of 
Military Park on Broad Street, and 
the other is the construction of a 
subway which will at least be under- 
ground through the congested dis- 
tricts near Broad and Market Streets. 
Both should be done soon, the report 
says. 

The report, which was compiled 
by Parsons, <lapp. Brinckerhoff & 
Douglas of New York after a study 
lasting almost one year, also says 
that the use of the abandoned Morris 
Canal bed for a subway trolley line 
is feasible. The canal extends from 
the Pennsylvania Railroad tracks at 
the Passaic River and terminates at 
Bloomfield Avenue, near the Orange 
city line. Several minor recommen- 
dations dealing with local traffic 
problems are also included in the 
report.

BLOOM URGES PARTY 
TO TRY MAJORITY RULE 


New York Representative Attacks 
the Two-thirds Vote Required 
at Demccratic Conventions.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—A plea to 
the Democratic Party to abandon the 
two-thirds rule in the National Con- 
vention of 1928 and give the majority 
rule a trial for the sake of party har- 
mony and cooperation was embodied 
in a statement made public today by 
Representative Bloom of New York. 
Calling the present two-thirds rule a 
“minority veto of the majority,’’ Mr. 
Bloom argued that a majority could: 
not be expected to pull enthusiasti- 
cally for the chosen candidate if they 


nority. : 

“I am aware of the Southern 
claim,’’ said Mr. Bloom, “‘that the 
Northern delegates have convention 
representation out of proportion to 
their strength at the polls, that but 
for the two-thirds mile the North 
would name the Democratic national 
candidate and the South would be 
called on to furnish the votes for 
him; but given a fair chance in their 
own convention, I venture the pre- 
diction that the Northern Democrats 
will give an equally good account of 
themselves on election day. 

‘Since 1844, regularly, at every 
Democratic convention the two- 
thirds rule has been adopted, and it 
is safe to say that a Democratic na- 
tional candidate never was elected 
because of it but only in spite of it. 
It is equally safe to say that it has 
cost the party a substantial number 
of victories, or, at any rate, it has 
deprived us of our last chance of vic- 
tory on a number of occasions. 

*‘Now, why not, in try a de- 
parture from a rule which ‘cannot 
possibly be of any advantage to us, 
taken as a party, and which there is 
good reason to believe will defeat 
us? 

‘“‘We need not accept it as a hard- 
and-fast precedent if, for once, we 
agree to abide by the simple major- 
= which we recognize as binding in 
other political matters. If we think 
best we can go back to it. But if we 
do waive the two-thirds rule in the 
next Democratic National Convention

Not only do business interests ex- 
pect important results from the 
agreement which will probably be an- 
nounced next week, but diplomats of 
both countries believe the new treaty 
will have real political effects. 

For the last three years the 
French and Germans have been dis- 
cussing their commercial relations 
which in the meanwhile have been 
subject to vagaries and makeshift 
agreements, the latest of which ex- 
pired in June. For the past several 
weeks each country has been apply- 
ing the maximum custom rates on 
importations from the other, with a 
depressing effect on mutual trade. 
Under the treaty terms soon to be 
put into effect, each country gets 
new and minimum custom rates in 
trading with the other, there being | of 
only two classes of goods excepted: 
clothing and food. 

It is expected there will be a large 
increase in the exportation of French 
wines and automobiles to Germany 
and a growth in Germany’s chemical 
and machine business in France.

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ON MILE-LONG TRAINS 


Public Demonstration Soon to Be 
Made Here of System to Speed 
Freight Movements. 


Radio communication between the 
locomotive and the caboose on long 
freight trains is being put to a 
thorough test by the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad. Successful demonstra- 
tions were made recently on short 
trains. Since then a new apparatus 
has been developed which, | 
said, would withstand the vibration 
and jars of a train. According tovan 
official of the railroad, the tests so 
far have proved successful, and ar- 
rangements are being made for a 
public demonstration. 

Caboose and engine, it was ex- 
plained, carry identical apparatus—a 
transmitter and a receiver, and both 
are equipped with a double antenna, 
one for transmitting and the other 
for receiving. Communication is 
established at either end of the train 
by the simple act of removing a re- 
ceiver and pressing a button. De 
scribing the result of a test made on 
a freight train a mile and a half 
long, an official said that communi- 
cation was carried on with compara- 
tive ease on a fast moving train. 
Transmission, he explained, was on 
a short wave length and low power 
to avoid interference with popular 
broadcast reception. 

“Tests between the engine and 
caboose of long trains have been 
successful,’’ he said, ‘“‘and communi- 
cation is being established between 
fixed points, such as the signal tower 
and the locomotive engineer or con- 
ductor, and between the yardmaster 
and the locomotives used in making 
up a in large classification 
yards. 
‘“‘Radio communication will make 
sweeping changes in the present 
system of freight train movements, 
and will be especially valuable on 
trains of 70 to 125 cars. On such 
trains the engineman and conductor 
are separated by a mile or more of 
core and there are no positive means 
communication between them. 
Signals are usually exchanged by 
means of a whistle or by flare lights, 
which often fail on account of curves 
or weather conditions. Should a de- 
fect develop the conductor must send 
a a over the top 3 the song 
or y a ve, stop 
the t n, wither of which would 
cause a.delay. Radio, by. providing 
a means of instant communication, 
will do nah with all this and, of 
course, , will expedite freight move-

EASES CAPITAL EXPORT LAW 


French Government Modifies Rules 
it Applied to Banks.

PARIS, July 23.—Premier Poincaré 
today sent instructions to various 
financial and banking institutions 
tending to relax somewhat the rigid 


control which has been kept upon 
the exportation of capi from 
France. 

The instructions took the form of 
the revocation of eleven circulars by 
the Finance Ministry issued during 
the last year oe to application 
of the enforcement law against the 
export of capital. 

The effect of these orders leaves 
unchanged the regulations regarding 
persons resident abroad but simplifies 
the ‘rules applied to merchants and 
business men of ce and tra- 
velers. The banks are authorized to 
accept without question from regu- 
lar customers small exchange pur- 
chases from 1,000 to 5,000 francs and 
sell up to 5,000 francs to any for- 
eigner. bearing a regular passport 
and credentials. 

Persons leaving France who have 
hitherto been permitted to take only 
5,000 francs or equivalent in cash, 
will be allowed 10,000 or 30,000 for 
those leaving ‘Europe. Persons going 
to reside abroad. will be allowed to 
have 50,000 francs yearly.

The company says Snyder paid no 
premiums personally and never re- 
ceived the policies. The Prudential 
did not learn of these alleged facts 
until after his death, it is set forth, 
for which reason the transactions 
are now repudiated.

Preacher Sketches 60-Year History 
eof Landmark and.Sees.its. Spirit 
Enduring In New Home. 





The doors of Temple Emanu-El, for 
almost sixty years an oustanding 
structure among the city’s houses 
. of worship, were opened yesterday 
to worshipers for the last time. 
When they were closed at the con- 
clusion of the morning service they 
awaited the coming of the workmen 
who will start the demolition of the 
building this week in preparation for 
the erection of an office structure 
on the site, at Fifth Avenue “and 
Forty-third Street. 

Little groups ‘of membefs of the 
congregation stood in the lobby “yes- 
terday as though hesitant to leave 
for the last time. Among them were 
men and women who had been at- 
tendants at the temple a score of 
years or more, and one man, Isidor 
Lewi, had been there when the build- 
ing was dedicated on Sept. 11, 1868. 
In the congregation also was the son 
of the rabbi who delivered the dedi- 
catory address. The Rev. Jonah B. 
Wise is rabbi of Central Synagogue 
and his father, the late Rev. Dr: 
Isaac M. Wise, who was president 
of the Hebrew Union Seminary at 
Cincinnati, was the speaker ‘when 
Temple Emanu-El was dedicated. 

Regret at the passing of the tem- 
ple was obviously the reaction: of 


many of the congregation as the se- 
nior rabbi, the Rev. Dr. H. G. Efielow 
delivered the sermon yesterday on 
“Farewell to the Old: Synagogue.’’ 
Tears were in many eyes as he de- 
scribed the. growth of the congre- 
gation from a group of thirty-three 
men and women who gathered in a 
single room for their first service 
and gradually expanded into one of 
the largest Jewish congregations in 
the country. : The reading .of the 
Eighty-fou Psalm, whose opening 
sentence is ‘‘How beloved is thy 
dwelling, O Lord of Hosts,’’ preceded 


and women who were fired with the 
need of religion in life, with a belief 
in- reform Judaism; and “undertook 
the great task of erecting this monu- 
ment to their spiritual belief. 
‘‘When a dear friend is taken from 
us we sorrow, but we have solace.in 
the thought that only the body de 
parts and the spirit remains.

Under 
prohibition, sales on medical pre- 
scriptions ran to more than $5,000,- 
000 a year, while the bootleg trade 
was declared to amount to $30,000,- 
000 a year. These figures were wide- 
ly used in the campaign for the new 
temperance act. 

The province, under prohibition, 
appeared to be saturated with illicit 
liquor, with bootleggers and “blind 
pigs’”’ plentiful.

On Oct. 20, 1919, the dry majority 
was 408,000.

VIENNA, July 23.—In the eyes of 
its protagonists in both countries, the 
cause of ‘‘Anschluss’”’ (the amalga- 
mation of Germany and Austria) has 
been furthered materially by the 
bloody events that focussed the anx- 
ious attention of the whole world on 
Vienna a week ago. Even opponents 
of Europe’s best-advertised political 
merger admit that a conflict between 
the Viennese police and proletariat 
resulting in 100 dead does not help 
to demonstrate the Austrian Repub- 
lic’s ability to preserve orderly inde- 
pendence. 

Why should the workers’ insurrec- 
tion, which flared forth so suddenly 
July 15, be deemed to exercise so 
great a potential influence on the 
destinies of Austria? The answer re- 
quires no profound grasp of Euro- 
pean politics to be comprehensible. 

It is simply that while this time the 
uprising died down and the attendant 
general strike collapsed through the 
sheer aimlessness inherent in«both, 
the same happy ending may.» 
low on another similar outbreak; And 
in the very nee et nee Aus- 
trian, such an y be 
repeated almost any day. 

The danger of its repetition is in- 
creased by the very fact that it did 
occur and by the consequences accru- 
ing therefrom. The ultimate conse- 
quences, reduced to their briefest 
terms, spell the disintegration of the 
Austrian Socialist Party and the 
growth of Bolshevism in Austria. 

What practical effect would this 
produce? In the first place, the 
weakening of the strongest workers’ 
faction opposing violent methods for 
the overthrow of the present repub- 
lic—the Socialists. Secondly, the 
sharpening of the class struggle 
which has been bitter enough in 
Vienna since the war. Thirdly, the 


steady increase of a labor faction 
sworn to win concessions for masses, 
not through parliamentary processes 
but with pistol and machine gun. 
How grave a menace these develop- 
ments would become for the Austrian 
Government is shown by the course 
of events in Vienna nine days ago. 
the handful of Communists who 
were chiefly responsible for foment- 
ing the riots outside the Palace of

Sometimes one would imagine from 
the look of the man that he has 
spent these forty years in quiet and 
repose. But here is a bald outline of 
his activities: 

He was fifteen and a half years a 
Deputy and then a Senator for ten 
years before he became, for seven 
years, President of the Republic. 
Since his term as President he has 
been again seven and a half years 
a Senator. Has been four times 
Premier and eight times a Minister, 
twice Minister of Education, three 
times Minister of Foreign Affairs 
and three times Minister of Finance. 
As a Minister he has spent fourteen

The names of the 56,000 dead who 
passed through that entrance, Menin 
Road, into the historic Ypres salient 
never to return during the four years 
of agony, 1914 to 1918, and whose 
graves have never been found, have 
now been inscribed on a double arch- 
way of heroic proportions at the 
scene of their glory.

Stanford Professor Believes 
Lower Tariff Here Would Help 
Solve Overpopulation Problem. 


WOULD GIVE JOBLESS WORK 


Dr. Nasu Asks If One People Should 
Hold Sparsely Settled Land 
While Another Is Crowded.

HONOLULU, July 23. — Japan’s 
problem of overpopulation was de- 
scribed as international in scope by 
members of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations at the forum session dur- 
ing the discussion today on ‘‘Popu- 
lation and food supply of the Pa- 
cific.”’ 

Aid to Japan in solving her prob- 
lem was urged by Dr. Elliot E. 
Mears, Professor of International 
Trade at Stanford University, who 
stated: 

“A strong nation is the best cus- 
tomer and I believe that one solution 
is to help Japan to increase her 
trade. The way to do this is to 
lower the American tariff, thus stim- 
ulating industry in Japan and in- 
creasing employment.’’ 

Japan's problem was dramatically 
presented by Dr. Shiroshi Nasu of 
the Tokio Imperial University, who 
declared that his ‘country had 
reached the saturation point in popu- 
lation and that unemployment was 
chronic. He suggested four plans as 
remedies, namely, expansion of in- 
dustry, birth control, reorganization 
of the economic system, and emigra- 


tion. 

But he made the statement that 
em tion would not help much if 
“the doors of the world were open,”’ 
because the estimated increase was 
1,000,000 a year and he did not be- 
lieve tht this many would emigrate. 
Birth control was a negligible factor, 
he said. He declared his belief that 
the world should study this Japanese 
question since the time was not far 
off when the world would be over- 
populated. 

“Should one set of people,’”” he 
asked, “hold a sparsely settied area, 
rich in natural resources, while other 
peoples exist in poor, congested 
areas?’’ 

Carl Alsbery of Stanford Univer- 
sity pleaded for a more equitable 
standard of living, substituting “the 
satisfactions of life’ for luxuries to 
raise the standards of the lower 


classes.

BROADWAY CROWDS 
FLEE MANHOLE FIRES 


Six Covers Blown High in Air in 
Fiftieth Street Explosions— 
Blaze Enters Conduits. 


FLAMES SPURT INTO 


AIR 


Firemen Are Unable to Cope With 
Blaze Until Burning Gas 
Is Exhausted. 


The upper Times Square section 
was thrown into excitement last 
night when, in rapid succession, six

PLAN. DISCUSSED 


C.'S. Doran Outlines Commerce 
Chamber’s Requirements 
for Proposed Field. 


WOULD SERVE ENTIRE CITY 


Site Not Yet Selected, Places in 
Other Sections Being Considered 
by Survey Committee. 


Charlies S. Doran, Chairman of the 
Airport Committee of the Brooklyn 
Chamber of Commerce, the organ- 
ization which presented $15,000 to 
Clarence D. Chamberlin in recogni- 
tion of his flight to Germany, dis- 
cussed yesterday the possibilities of 
developing several airports for New 
York City with a central airport out- 
side the city for a long-distance 
flight terminal. 

Following a survey by the commit- 
tee Mr. Doran said that they had 
reached no decision as to the best 
location. Although primarily inter- 


‘|ested in Brooklyn, he said that the 


chamber and the members of its Air- 
port Committee would not lose sight 
of the fact that Brooklyn’s airport 
would very likely have to serve the 
whole city. 

Space the Big Problem. 

“In B yn we are confronted 
with the problem of finding space of 
sufficient area to serve as an air- 
port,”” Mr. Doran said, ‘“‘and we have 
an even larger problem of finding 
space that will meet the technical 
requirements of aviation, which in- 
clude among them the following: 

‘1. The land available must not 
prohibit the ultimate expansion of 
the airport to one square mile in 
size, which area is considered an es- 
sential in order to provide adequate 
and efficient facilities for all classes 
of air craft. 

“2. The adjacent present and pro- 
spective building development must 
be considered in that certain types 
of buildings add materially to the 
hazards of taking off and landing 
planes. Then, again, the noise of the 
planes, particularly at night, would 
no doubt prove objectionable to res- 
idents in the immediate vicinity. 

“3. The location of the port must 
take inte ‘consideration the fogs, 
smoke and ground haze which would 
obstruct the view of descending 
pilots.

200 West Coast Bootleggers 
Mast Pay $300,000 Tax Fines 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 23 #).—

MAY BRING SUIT ANYWHERE 


Decision In Southern Photo Mate- 
rials Case Holds Loss of Profit 
Need Not Be Precisely Shown. 


The right of independent dealers in 
photographic supplies throughout the 
country to collect damages from the 
Eastman Kodak Company for alleged 
violations of the Sherman anti-trust 
law is upheld by the Supreme Court 
of the United States in a decision 
made known yesterday in favor of 
the Southern Photo Materials Com- 
pany of Georgia. The ruling not only 
holds that the amount ef damages 
alleged to have been sustained may 
be determined even though they can- 
not be computed with precision, but 
that the Eastman Company may be 
sued in any part of the country in 
which it does business by an indepen- 
cent dealer asserting that it has been 
injured,

pany sued in the Federal. GCourt.of 
Northern Georgia for triple damages, 
as permitted by the‘ Sherman law, 
and the.fee of its attorney in prose- 
cuting the suit. The papers were 
served on the Eastman company at 
Rochester, after which the defendant 
appeared solely to resist the jurisdic-

The plea was over- 
ruled, the Eastman company an- 
swered the complaint, and after a 
trial a verdict assessing the actual 
damage sustained was returned.

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Dr. Wakefield, 22 Years in the 
Orient, Says Many Helped to 
Spread Anti-Foreignism. 


NATIONALISM’ UNLIKE OURS 


Bitter Haté and Disregard of Truth 
Mark Movement and Patriotism 
is. Little Known,.He Holds.

, SHANGHAT, June.15.-An Amer- 
ican medical doctor, from a strategic 
central China position, came to my 
room here.in. the American Club the 
other day, saying he had come to 
give me information that he thought 
the American. people and especially 
the American mission boards ought 


to have. 

After a few minutes’ conversation I 
realized he was one of those mis- 
sionaries who resents the fact that 
many of his colleagues here in China 
and many of the mission leaders in 
the United States accepted ‘‘Nation- 
alism’’ at the value the Chinese stu- 
dents put upon it. 


The doctor told'me that the men 
who felt as he did had long. been 
compelled to keep silent because of 
the attitude of so many of their fel- 
low-missionaries, of the Chinese stu- 
dents and of the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment, but , that now he, like 
others, felt it was their duty to the 
Chinese, to Americans, and to the 
missions’ themselves, that the truth 
should be told. 

‘‘To me it has been very strange,’’ 
he said, ‘‘that so many men and wo- 
men'in our own as ‘well as fn other 
missions have been blind to the ef- 
fect of the long ‘Nationalist’ terch- 
ing of bitter hate, often with utter 
disregard’ for the tftuth,; wpon the 
ignorant coolie and the highly .emo- 
tional adolescent youth. China has 
been misled, and many missionaries 
have. refused to face the facts and 
have even aided in the doception.”’ 


Twenty-two Years in China. 


As the doctor had a long and un- 
usual story to tell, I asked him to 
give me some hours of his time the 


following ‘morning. We met then at 
breakfast in the vast white dining 
room of the club, whose only touch 
of color is a gaudy heroic portrait 
of George Washington in a brilliant 
full dress Colonia] uniform. 

The doctor was Paul Wc-kefield, a 
man of forty-nine, originally from 
Ohio, who hes spent twenty-two 
years in China. For the last hine 
years he has been in. charge. of 
“‘student health’’ at JBoone, | the 
famous Episcopal University at Wu- 
chang, opposite Hankow, on the 
Yangtze. 

With such an experience he ought 
to know sométhing, I thought, of 
Chinese students, who have been the 
group primarily utilised by the Na- 
tionalist Government in disseminat- 
ing its views among its own people 
and among Americans. 

When the students betan severa! 
years ago to tell the missionaries of 
he Nationalist aspirations, Dr. 
Wakefield said, he asked them 
whether they realized the danger of 
bringing: Russian agents into their 
country. They replied that the Can- 
ton Government intended only to 
“‘use”’ the Russians and later to get 
rid of them. 

Too many of the missionaries, Dr. 
Wakefield said, let this ergument 
pass, and some even accepted it and 
passed it on. But others pointed out 
to the students that it was dishonest 
to accent money, arms, and military 
and political assistance while holding 
such mental reservations. 


Must Speak Out, He Says. 


“I cannot keep silent longer and 
hold my self-respect,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
whatever may come I am ready for 
it. Our people need missionaries who 


will tell them the facts about China. 

‘*‘Disagreemeénts inside the missions 
(not between missions but among 
men in the same missions) are many, 
one group feeling, in brief, that even 
Commuftiism would be better for 
China than that. she should continue 
in her present terrible condition, and 
the otker taking the view that the 
success of the Soviet would make 
the situation here even worse. 

“But though we cannot see the end 
in either case,’’ said Dr. Wakefield, 
“the principles of Christianity are 
clear and definite, and it is our duty 
to stand by them and insist upon 
right rewardiess of consequences. 

“It is a wrong Christians have long 
condemned, to justify the means for 
an end. Hatred and falsehood, un- 
Christian things, have been the basis 
of the ‘Nationalist’ propaganda, and 
these things should have been con- 
deraned by the missionaries instead 
of héeing widely condoned. 

“The orant coolle has been 
taught to hate the foreigner and the 
student has been used to spread lies 
about foreigners In the country and 
outside. Even the missionary enter- 
prise, which brought to China - the

ent clothes, having different habits 
and looking upon each other as for- 
eigners.

His View of Student Mind. 

Dr. Wakefie!:! analyses the student 
psycholo’y as follows:

‘ton. ‘‘Hurmiliation Days,’’ in which 
sreat mzs3 mectings take place and 
many speeches are made, blaming 
the forcisncer for China’s ills, , are 
symptoms cf the national disease. 

Second, Delusions of grandeur and 
false pride. 

The students use their hate as a 
uniting force, with which they say 
they intend to wake the people up. 
Hostility to the foreigner, including 
Christianity, is the one uniting ap- 
peal the ‘Nationalist’ and the stu- 
dent have. The Soviet Government, 
which has taken hundreds of stu- 
dents to Moscow and has put, its 
agents in every important mission 
school, has taught the student the 
tricks of provaganda with complete 
@isregard of he truth. 

“Apvreciation for what has been 
done for them,’’ said Dr. Wakefield, 
“is regarded 2s a sign of weakness 
by the Chinese, or at least an ac- 
knowledgment of debt, which they 
do not want to admit. There are 
some notable cases of integrity and 
of gratitude, but the honest men, as 
a rule have had to flee for their lives. 

“It is not only the foreigners who 
have suffered: the Chinese have been 
persecuted; families have been di- 
vided, business men ruined. A man 
is a ‘capitalist’ if he possesses 150 
local dollars.”’ 


Carried Surrender Offer. 


When Wuchang was besieged in 
September and October of last year 
and the people were starving, Dr. 
Wakefield and Bishop Gillman of the 
Episcopal Church arranged with the 
Northern and Southern commanders 
to permit the transfer of non- 
combatants from Wucheng across 
the Yangtze River to Hankow. These 
tv Americans also carried the pro- 
posal for surrender of the city. 

When the Southern forces had 
made certain that the starving garri- 
son had stacked arms and was un- 
able further to defend the city, they 
entered, massacred many of the 
soldiers, imprisoned the Commanding 
General Lu Wu-chen, and still hold 
him prisoner, breaking the pledges 
they had given.

To begin with, exception must be 
taken to M. Sauerwein’s thesis that 
the anschluss movement is the crea- 
ture of German’ pro da. The 
movement is rather the product of 
the ethnological, historical, and, 
above all, economic forces to which 
Herr Bernhard alludes, and of which 
France and her allies were perfect- 
ly aware in 1919. 

The present independent Austria 
then came into being, not through 
any desire on the part of its people, 
but through the belief of the Allies 
that treaties could overcome two 
natural forces that they feared. 

One force was that which had 
united the Danube Basin into the 
economic and political entity known 
as the Sg mange Bary seg e other 
was the force that had united Ger- 
man Austria for centuries to the 
other German States in the old Ger- 
manic or Holy Roman Empire. 


Austria Resents Isolation. 


The Hapsburg Empire was dismem- 
bered and the German remnant of it, 
left to bear the name of Austria, 
was forbidden to unite with Ger- 
many. The success of this solution 


of the double problem obviously de- 
pends upon Austria’s ability to live 
alone. 

The Austrians, however, who have 
to do the living have had no interest 
in living alone and easily convinced 
themselves at the start t it could 
not possibly be done. They do have 
an interest, instead, in joining either 
a Danube Economic Federation or 
Germany, and the best way of gain- 
a ends is to let matters drift 
until the situation in Central Europe 
becomes untenable. 

The situation, indeed, became un- 
tenable soon after the treaties were 
signed and the Allies were forced to 
subsidize their creation with a loan 

e of Nations. That

Process of Gradual Assimilation.

The list of these steps which M.

The statesmanship which thus 
brought upon itself the danger of 
being overwhelmed by Germany is 
quite capable of trying to avert it 
what Bismarck called the most fool- 
ish of all wars—a preventive war, 
The best solution of the question 
to many observers is the creation of 
a Danube Economic Federation, and 
it is not too late yet for this. The 
economic federation does not carry 
with it the danger of war that 
anschluss undoubtedly does, for it 
would unite the very States that 
would consider themselves threat- 
ened Austro-German union.

It Is Expected to Come When

MOST REQUIREMENTS MET 


London Thought There Would Be 
Little or No Objection, but Poincare 
Speech Dimmed That Prospect.

LONDON, July 12.—For some time 
past, students of Huropean affairs

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HURTING THEIR OWN CAUSE. 


We have had several illustrations re- 
cently of the harm which extremists 
may do merely by being extreme. The 
most striking case has to do with the 
movement to secure a review of the evi- 
dence on which Sacco and VANZETTI 
were convicted in Massachusetta Many 
sober-minded people have become con- 
vinced that there is at least a possibility 
that injustice was done in that trial. 
But their efforts to have the matter 
looked into carefully and judicially have 
been impeded by violent outcries on the 
part of certain partisans of the con- 
victed men. We do not here refer to 
demonstrations or threats by labor or- 
ganizations or by Communists and revo- 
lutionists in this country and abroad. 
. What we especially have in mind is the 
unguarded and unjustifiable utterances 
of the Defense Committee in Boston. 
Members of it have brought railing ac- 
cusations against Governor FULLER, who 
is certainly giving a great deal of time 
and thought to the case, and against the 
special commission of three highly re- 
spected citizens whom the Governor ap- 
pointed to aid him in his investigation. 
To denounce them for having prejudged 
the case and to assert, as the Defense 
Committee does, that their methods of 
inguiry have betrayed animus and prej- 
udice is foolishly and injuriously to im- 
peril a process of justice. People will 
say that if such a height of unreason is 
shown by the defenders of Sacco and 
VANZETTI, the proof of their guilt may 
have been stronger than was thought. 
Such defenders are more to be dreaded 
by their friends than are assailants. 

Another instance of hot-headed ex- 
travagance in a good cause may be seen 
in the action of the Pan-American Fed- 
eration of Labor, meeting in Washing- 
ton, regarding the troubles in Nicaragua. 
Recent events in that country have ad- 
mittedly been of a sort to rouse con- 
cern. They have evoked bitter criticism 
of our Government in the press of sev- 
eral foreign countries. They have dis- 
turbed sensitive minds at home. They 
have visibly. been a cause of anxiety to 
the Washington Administration. The 
occasion 
might well have used to make a public 
protest and a dignified remonstrance to 
the Government. But what the resolu- 
tion adopted ‘by the Federation really 
declared was that the United States 
ought instantly to withdraw all its 
forces from Nicaragua and to leave the 
people of that country to decide all their 
own political questions for themselves. 

This is obviously to overlook the fact 
that both parties in Nicaragua have 
agreed to American supervision of their 
’ Presidential election next year. That 
means keeping at any rate a part of our 
marine force in Nicaragua. [f all of it 
were to be withdrawn at once, not only 
would there be danger of bloodshed and 
war, but the peaceful prospect for 1928 
would be obliterated. If the elections

The fundamental question involved is 
as old as human society. If there were 
ho agitators there would. be no reform. 
But agitation must know its own limits 
and dangers. No doubt tempestuous 
men and women of a certain tempera- 
ment get a hearing for causes which 
they have at heart that it would not be 
possible for moderate or timid advocates | 
to obtain. The world owes something to 
men of a fanatic strain. When they are 
accused of being too fiery, they may well 


that they have to be in order to melt 
the great mass of icy indifference. But 
there is a distinction between passionate 
championship of a reform in its begin- 
nings and the calmer methods which are 
more fitting for it after it is once on 
the way to realization. Then there 
should be more patience, less inflamma- 
tory language, more willingness to co- 
operate. Above all, there should be no 
despairing outcries that all is lost just 
when the strong probability is that a 
great deal is to be gained. 








M. POINCARE’S DEVOTION. 


The members of M. POINCARE’S Cabi- 
net have taken the occasion of the ter- 
mination of their first year of coopera- 
tion under his leadership to pay him 
public tribute. This he richly deserves, 
for no Frenchman in recent years has 
served his country with greater devo- 
tion. CLEMENCEAU was the war savior, 
the unifier of the Allies, the relentless 
fighter and leader who by sheer strength 
of character molded the forces of vic- 
tory. But M. POINCARE has been the 
savior of his country in peace, whose 
keen, logical mind has. penetrated, the 
sophistries of post-war politics, and 
whose high sense of duty has helped 
him to take the lead in tasks at which 
others failed. He has been the man 
of crises, always to be relied upon to 
get France out of difficulties brought 
upon her by the ineptitude of her poli- 
ticians. 

It is this which constitutes the true 
greatness of M. PoINCARE. Although a 
practical politician, with forty years’ 
experience in public life, he has realized 
that there are times when a politician, 
to be successful, must rise above politics. 
When others shrank from the inevitable 
duty of increasing taxes POINCARE boldly 
took the lead, knowing that his course 
was unpopular and would cause his de- 
feat. When the franc was rapidly de- 
preciating and no one dared to take hold 
of the Government and clean house 
POINCARE again stepped in. To him has 
fallen the lot of doing the unpopular 
things which were essential if France 
was to be saved from the after-effects 
of the war. 

It is M. PoINCARE’S misfortune to have 
a cold personality. There is in and 
about him none of the fire or pic- 
turesqueness of CLEMENCEAU. It may 
be that this troubles him, but his clear 
mind must have seen that he was un- 
dertaking a task for which he would 
receive no thanks, and his knowledge of 
politics must have shown him that men 
who serve their country by forcing it 
to make sacrifices rarely succeed in 
enshrining themselves in the affections 
of the public. In this country ALEXAN- 
DER HAMILTON, who faced tasks not 
altogether unlike those of POINCARE, 
never achieved popularity, living or 
dead. And yet there is no impartial 
student of history who fails to pay 
tribute to his incalculable service to his 
country. Long after the name of 
HAMILTON is forgotten his work will 
survive. 

M. POINCARE has never shown the 
concern of CICERO about the regard 
which posterity may have for him. It 
may be that his name will be unknown 
in generations to come. But his satis- 
faction lies in the fact that in crises 
he has been the man to whom his coun- 
trymen have turned with one accord; 
confident in his ability, his integrity 
and his profound devotion to his hbe- 
loved France. What more can a true 
statesman ask?

CANADA AND THE ST. LAW- 
RENCE. 


According to dispatches from Rapid 
City, Secretary HOOVER is not discour- 
aged by the Canadian Government's 
reluctance to proceed at this time to 
the negotiation of a St. Lawrence ship- 
Way treaty. He hopes that more prog- 
ress can be made in the Fall. It will be 
recalled that in his reply to Secretary 
KELLoGG’s note, W. L. MACKENZI£ KING, 
the Canadian Prime Minister, gave three 
reasons for delay. The report of the 
Joint Board of Engineers, while unani- 
mous in many respects, “indicated dif- 
“ferences of opinion on important 

“ phases of the development proposed.”

went ahead and made its report. without 
waiting. for them. The. Canadian com- | 


mission, by. proceeding more.deliberate- . 


ly, -will be free of any possible implica- 
tion of précipitate action. 

‘The truth probably is that Canada is 
not quite ready to commit herself to the 
undertaking. Its chief advocates are 
on this side of the border, particularly 


in the States of the Middle West, anxious 


for cheaper transportation to the sea. 
They have recently won itifluential sup- 
port in. New England, hungry for cheap 
power. 
look dubiously upon the scheme, but 
in spite of the attitude of this State a 
strong sentiment has been aroused in 
its favor. In Canada there is no such 
consensus of opinion. Ontario has been 
inclined to favor it, Quebec to oppose 
it. While Senator COPELAND has been 
complaining that the St. Lawrence 
deeper waterway would make Monfreal 
the “ great port of the Western world,” 
Montreal sees in the project a threat to 
its present ascendency. The Montreal 
Star calls it a “ gaudy, if dubious, bribe” 
offered by the Coolidge Administration 
to the farmers of the Middle West, and 
a correspondent of The Star, signing 
himself “St. Lawrence,” thinks that a 
number of questions should be settled 
before Canada finally commits herself. 
He complains about the Chicago diver- 
sion and looks askance at “ internation- 
alization” of the river. He wonders 
whether Canada can afford her share of 
the expense of the undertaking and 
whether she will be able to dispose prof- 
itably of her share of the power devel- 
oped. He is inclined to think that the 
United States will benefit from the 
project at the expense of Canada. 

These views are broadly representa- 
tive of the opposition. It is well to have 
them aired. The report of the Canadian 
Advisory Commission will naturally be 
awaited with great interest on both sides 
of the border. Should Mr. KING decide 
to go forward with the negotiations, he 
will plainly have his hands greatly 
strengthened by an affirmative report 
from that body. In the meantime there 
is talk of having the National Conserva- 
tive Convention, to be held at Winnipeg, 
go on record in favor of the undertak- 
ing. Mr. GUTHRIE, the Conservative 
leader, advocates that course. 











HAWAII, ORIENTAL OR OCCI- 
DENTAL? 


Hawaii has so long been associated in 
the minds of Americans with a balmy 
climate, a sapphire sea, a paradise .of 
flowers and entrancing ladies playing 
ukuleles that it is difficult to think of 
those islands as containing what may 
become the most embarrassing racial 
problem which the United States is cver 
likely to face, At the Institute of Pacific 
Relations on Friday the subject of racial 
amalgamation and conflict in Hawail 
was briefly touched upon. As is usually 
the case, much was said about the ready 
adaptability of the different races and 
little about the problems which they 
have brought with them. As a result, the 
average American is led to believe that 
the present racial harmony is indicative 
of the complete Americanization of the 
various racial groups and that there 
can never be serious conflicts between 
them. 

The latest report of the Governor of 
the Territory -of Hawali shows that the 
Americans, British, Germans and Rus- 
sians combined form only a little more 
than 10 per cent. of the population of 
the islands, whereas the Japanese form 
more than 40 per cent. and the Filipinos 
about 15 per cent. The Chinese also out- 
number the Americans. Of the old Ha- 
waiian stock there are fewer even than 
of the Chinese. In other words, the 
Americans are a very small minority in 
the entire population and are outnum- 
bered by the Japanese nearly 10 to 1, 
The schools show about the same pro- 
portion of foreigners except for the fact 
that the Japanese form an even greater 
percentage and the Chinese outnumber 
the Filipinos. More than half the school 
children in the public schools in Hawaii 
in June, 1926, were Japanese. 

The confusion does not end there, for 
the Department of Public Instruction 
reports that the Japanese language is 
the language of instruction of nearly 
half the pupils in the public schools of 
-Hawali and that about five-sixths of the 
total Japanese school population attend 
these schools. It is unofficially stated 
that more than half of the teachers have 
been imported from Japan so that the 
young American citizens of Japanese 
origin may have the benefit of the Japa- 
nese educational system, 

It is natural that the foreign elements 
in Hawali should wish to have their own 
schools. The fact that instruction is in 
a foreign tongue does of itself imply that 
those thus taught will not make good 
citizens. The Japanese in Hawaii have 
& high reputation for ioyalty, devotion 
to duty and orderliness. It would be 
both unjust and incorrect to charge 
them, or other Oriefitals, with lack of 
interest in their adopted .iand. But it 
is obvious that this very large American 
population of mixed races will in time 
present a problem of racial adjustment 
which will require infinite tact and pa- 
tience. We are only beginning, in Cali- 
fornia and Hawaii, to deal with the sec- 
ond-generation Oriental — that is, the 
Oriental whe was born and brought up

SCIENCE AND THE PSYCHICS. 


Last December Professor: MURCHISON 
of |Clark University invited fourteen 
authorities to discuss the scientific sta- 
tus of psychic research.

| SCHILLER in The Nineteenth Century. 


What strikes him forcibly is the wide 
divergence of the views that : fourteen 
men can hold in the face of the same 
evidence. .At one end is Sit CONAN 
DOYLE, who believes everything, and at 
the -other Professor MORRIS JASTROW, 
who believes nothing. Science and the 
world throw aside logic. Let Sir OLrver 
LODGE champion the other, and even H1n- 
STEIN listens with respect; let him ac- 
cept the reality of ectoplasm, and physi- 
cists draw their skirts about them. 

Professor SCHILLER finds psychic re- 
search lacking in thé dispassionate, 
objective attitude implied by what is 
called “scientific method.”- “The con- 
“vinced partisans of neither side can 
“ever be trusted to describe all the 
“relevant facts and to tell the whole 
“truth.” Professor SCHILLER quotes the 
Clark University documents to prove 
his assertion. He wants adequate equip- 
ment to record pertinent facts. If medi- 
ums refuse to demonstrate their powers 
in the light, let motion pictures be taken 
in the dark with invisible ultra-violet 
rays and quartz lenses. If the chilling 
“psychic breeze” is felt, let the tem- 
perature drop be recorded by a ther- 
mometer. The suggestion has been made 
time and again. That it has not been 
carried out is due chiefly to a lack of 
funds. : 

Thwarting or detecting fraud in this 
way is not enough. Such is the enormous 
conservative bias with which psychic 
research must contend that proof which 
would be respectfully considered in the 
physical sciences is not enough. CLERK 
MAXWELL Was acclaimed for his mathe- 
matical demonstration of the electromag- 
netic theory of light, but physicists nev- 
ertheless demanded experimental verifi- 
cation. Although the Einstein theory has 
triumphantly withstood practical - tests, 
a few astronomers are still trying to 
prove that there is an ether drift. It is 
the business of science to predict. Brit 
how can it predict that ammonia is ob- 
tained unless it fixes the conditions 
under which nitrogen and hydrogen com- 
bine? Professor SCHILLER insists that it 
is futile for psychic research to pile up 
more evidence of the familiar kind. What 
the scientist wants is “ power over. phe- 
“nomena, so that he can control them 
“and make them happen or not, as suits 
“his purpose.” 

The conditions imposed are severe 
and perhaps impractical, because of the 
many variables with which the psychic 
researcher must reckon, The ectoplastic, 
table-lifting, trumpet-wielding mediunis 
may thus be controlled, but hardly the 
utterances of a Mrs. Piper or the extraor- 
dinary Middle English writings of an 
unscholarly Patience Worth. It ssems 
more likely that psychic research will 
win scientific recognition through the 
discipline of abnormal psychology. Why 
siould meditms.who are unquestionably 
honest in their waking moments resort 
to fraud in trances? What is hysteria, 
and why are most mediums hysterics? 
Why did mediumship appear in one of 
the numerous dissociated personalities 
of “Doris,” so thoroughly and honest- 
ly studied by Dr. WALT#R FRANKLIN 
PRINCE? Questions such as these must 
be answered sooner or later by a stti- 
dent of abnormal psychology. Indeed, 
as soon as he takes up the mechanism 
of hypnosis, dreams, obsessions, amncsia 
and kindred phenomena, he touches the 
fringe of psychic research.

MORE RESERVISTS. 
GO TO CAMPS TODAY 
Between 300 and 400 Will Join 


_Others Now at Army Posts 
in the East. 








Between 300 and 400 officers of the 
United States Army Organized Re- 
serves will report for active duty 
this morning at various army posts 
and camps in the Second Corps Area 
on orders issucd by Major Gen. 
James H. McRae, Commanding Gen- 
eral at Governors Island. They will 
join 250 other reserve officers al- 
ready in the field and will make up 
the Zirst big field movement of the 
largest peace-time reserve training in 
the East. 

War Department plans for the 
training this Summer of reserve of- 
ficers of this corps area contemplate 
calling out 1,750 officers. Every 
army post in the corps area will be 
utilized for training purposes and 
large army training centres in‘ ad- 
jacent corps areas will accommodate 
large contingents of local reserve of- 
ficers. 

Besides these 1,750 reservists, ap- 
proximately 6,000 youths will be 
trained at the various Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camps at Plattsburg, 
Fort Ethan Allen, Fort Niagara, 
Madison Barracks, Fort Hancock, 


Fort Monmouth and Fort Du Pont. 
The Plattsburg, Ethan Allen and Ni- 
agara carmns are now in operation.

These in- 
clude the use of the ‘‘door-bell ring- 
ers’’ who peddle their wares from 
house to house, although the range 
of the merchandise they offer is 
necessarily limited, and the sales to 
chain stores and syndicate groups of 
retailers. Such efforts as these are 
merely symptoms of a desire to cut 
down costs of distribution and there- 
by enable the ultimate purchaser to 
secure goods at lower prices.

- proper coordination of effort be- 
tween producer, wholesaler and re- 
tailer could successfully meet the 
present kinds of competition.

rights. To this reluctance may be 
attributed the existence of most of 
the so-called trade evils like cancel- 
lation of orders and unwarranted re- 
turn of goods. But every once in a 
while a seller makes a test case and 
@Wins out in the contention that a 
@ontract must be fulfilled. A few 
gears ago the late A. D. Juilliard in- 
gisted that goods sold must stay sold 
and had the courts uphold him in a 
potable case that attracted much at- 
tention at the time. Quite recently 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals rendered a decision in a 
strongly contested case upholding a 
verdict of over $35,000 against 
fome yarn buyers who refused to 
take consignments after the slump of 
1920. Thesé were civil causes. But 
the courts come in handy also on 
their criminal side. Since the begin- 
ming of the year there have been a 
number of instances in which cred- 
itors sought to punish delinquent 
debtors who had sought refuge in 
bankruptcy and had concealed or sur- 
reptiticously disposed of much of 
their assets. The gratifying feature 
was the vigor with which they had 
been prosecuted, so that in many in- 
stances the culprits pleaded guilty 
without waiting for their cases to 
come to trial. And the Judges helped 
out by imposing jail sentences on the 
guilty parties. As a result this kind 
of swindle promises to become less 
popular than it used to be, to the 
advantage of honest merchandisers 

and the community in general.

It is not so long ago that New Eng- 
land cotton manufacturers were com- 
plaining that the labor laws in vogue 
there put them at a disadvantage 
with their Southern competitors, and 
they made up a pretty fair case. The 
truth of the matter is that there have 
been a number of catises contributing 
to the reduction in number of the 
Eastern mills and encouraging their 
removal to the Southern States.

This does not, how- 
ever, belittle the fact 
that excessive valu- 
ations of mill prop- 
erties, coupled with 
high rates of taxation, have tended 
to make the operation of such plants 
unprofitable. The attitude of the 
local Governments in the New Eng- 
land States was somewhat different 
from that prevailing down South. In 
the former the mills were looked 
upon as a fixture that was bound 
to remain, whatever happened. In 
many instances the mills were the 
most valuable properties in the town 
or city where they were located and, 
as such, were naturally singled out 
by the tax gatherer. Added to this 
was the fact that in recent years 
various new ways of spending the 
money received for taxes were de- 
vised, among them being those fixed 
by the so-called social welfare legis- 
lation. The mills were looked upon as 
an easy source from which to obtain 
this money. So long as cotton manu- 
facturing was very profitable these 
exactions could be met. When, how- 
ever, the conditions changed and the 
profit margin was whittled down 
near to the vanishing point, the exo- 
dus of the mills began. The man- 
agers of these properties found that 
many Southern communities were 
willing to offer all kinds of induce- 
ments to secure the establishment of 
the factories within their borders. 
These included relief from much tax- 
ation among other things, the prin- 
cipal purpose sought being to provide 
employment for workers and so build 
up towns. A number of Eastern 
mills took advantage of the offers 
made, with the result that now more 
cotton is consumed down South than 
in New England. 
¢,9 

Much more sen- 
sitive than the 
cotton plant is the 
course of the quo- 
tations of cotton 

on the exchanges just now. A gen- 
erally high level of prices has pre- 
vailed since the issuance of the Gov- 
ernment report on acreage planted. 
The reports on the weevil have also 
been of a character to induce the 
belief that the crop was in much 
peril because of infestation. On the 
other hand, an estimate of a prob- 
able yield of over 15,000,000 bales, 
made by a manufacturing concern 
using much cottonseed oil, had the 
effect of depressing prices for the 
time being. The weather map is re- 
ceiving much attention also, and 
prices vary with the indications of 
rain or dryness. The ups and downs 
are to be expected at this period of 
the growing season, but they repre- 
sent nothing more than a gamble on 
the probabilities. After a couple of 
months or so the indications will be- 
come clearer. While no one expects 
any cheap cotton for the twelve- 
month ahead, there are many who 
think the present quotations are not 
warranted by the immediate outlook. 
Mill men are preparing for a con- 
tinuance of high prices for the raw 
material. Wherever the citcum- 
stances warrant, advances have been 
made On many varieties of cotton 
goods. Rises in the prices of gray 
goods have recently occurred and 
there is a probability that they will 
go still higher. Even sheetings, 
which were slow-selling for a while, 
have gone up in price. Flannels have 
been advanced in price and it is gen- 
erally understood that printed fab- 
rics will take a similar course. On 
the other hand, lightweight ribbed 
underwear has been opened at the 
former prices. Quite a quantity of 
heavyweight underwear is still to be 
bought. More activity in hosiery is 
reported.

INSUFFICIENT DATA 


Profit or Loss Shown in Single 
Year Is a Poor Basis 
to Go On. 


The tactics of some credit men will 


false statements and into subsequent 
dishonesty, culminating in fraudulent 
bankruptcies. 

This statement was made yester- 
day by a credit man of a large firm 
who criticized the attitude taken by 
credit men toward a debtor whose 
financial statement showed that he 
had lost money during the previous 
year. 

‘‘When a man’s statement shows a 
small loss,”’ this credit man said, 
‘it would naturally be expected that 
his crcedit would be curtailed slight- 
ly. Credit men are so suspicious of 
human nature, however, that when 


they receive a statement showing a 
loss they leap to the conclusion that 


the debtor has been hard hit; they 
infer that he has tried to minimize 
the damage, and that he is probably 
on the verge of bankruptcy. Con- 
sequently, the unfortunate mer- 


chant’s credit is curtailed so serious- 
ly that, although solvent, he ma 

nd it difficult to continue in busi- 
n 


ess. 

‘“‘A man whose statement shows a 
capital of $50,000 but who confessed 
to a loss of $2,000 during the previ- 
ous year will often receive a smaller 
line of credit than a merchant whose 
capital is only $25,000 but who claims 
to have e a profit of $2,000. 

‘‘Dishonesty often springs from the 
severity shown by credit men to the 
merchant who confesses that he has 
lost some money. An example of 
this is the case of a merchant whose 
partner died several yasee ago. The 
surviving member of the firm took 
over the executive duties. Hv 
made a fair sum of money that year, 
largely from the momentum given to 
the business by the dead partner. 
The next year the annual statement 
told a different story. The mer- 
chant mournfully mailed the state- 
ment showing a small loss to the 
various commercial agencies, but he 
was not prepared for the blow that 
was in store for him. en the 
credit men had finished ne 
the statement, the merchant foun 
that he was looked upon as a ‘goner,’ 
and that had he practically lost his 
standing in the market. 

“He took another partner. The 
next year the inventory showed 
another small loss. The merchant, 
remembering his experience of the 
previous year, drew up a statement 
which showed a fair profit. The 
firm’s credit improved at once. For 
two years more it was necessary for 
the merchant to draft false state- 
ments before the business was out of 
the woods. 

“A less happy story is that of a 
merchant who, 
tinual profits for many years until 
his statement showed a capital of 
$50,000, suddenly went into bank- 
ruptcy. The schedules showed a 
huge deficit. A friend asked the 
bankrupt how he had lost so much 
money so quickly. The bankrupt 
was embarrassed. 

“*To tell the truth,’ he said, ‘I 
don’t think I ever had more than 
$10,000. Several years ago I lost a 
little money. I was afraid of the 
effect on my credit, and gave out a 
statement showing a pretty good 
profit. It helped my credit. I did 
the same thing every year thereafter, 
although business was getting worse. 
not better. The worse it got, the 
more I had to lie. The more I lied, 
the richer my creditors thought I 
was. I had to move to a more ex- 
pensive loft for the sake of appear- 
ances. bought an automobile, too. 
I don’t know whether it was my 
losses or the expenses incurred in 
keeping up appearances that made 
up most of my liabilities when I 
finally had to give up the battle.’ 
‘‘There is some justification for the 
severe policy of credit men toward a 
merchant whose statement shows a 
loss. There is a likelihood that the 
loss will be larger next year, that 
the firm will soon be hard pressed 
for money and that in a short space 
of time it will be forced to the wall. 
However, credit men should encour- 
age the man who is honest enough 
to confess that he has lost money. 
They should help him to find out the 
reason for the loss. A friendly policy 
will often assist a man to discover 
the cause of the leak. Sometimes a 
single incompetent salesman will 
cause a loss, or an inefficient shi 
ping staff. Once the leak is found, 

t should not be hard to stop the 
losses and make a better showing 
the next year. 

With such cooperation the prac- 
tice of making false statements 
would be lessened. At present it is 
more widespread than is generally 
recognized. The vast majority of 
firms show a small or large profit 
in. their annual statements. It is 
hard to believe that all of these can 
be making money. 

“Credit men are not alone in their 
policy of showing little consideration 
to the merchant who admits that he 
has lost monéy. A bank will fre- 
quently cut a man adrift for the 
same reason. The merchant is then 
forced to borrow from loan sharks, 
who hasten his end. It is true that 
large corporations are not afraid to 
show a loss. Their credit is not dam- 
aged as badly by a poor statement as 
is that of a small firm. In fact, some 
of the larger corporations will show 
@ loss merely for purposes of stock 
manipulation. 

‘“The trouble with some credit men 
is that they do not take the char- 
acter of. men into account sufficient- 
ly. They rély too much on capital 
ratings and the profits shown in an- 
nual statements.”’

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TRADING IN THE LOCAL 
COTTON GOODS MARKET 


Fairly Large Transactions Daring 
the Past Week in Spite of 
Higher Prices. 


A. good volume of business was 
done during the week in the local 
cotton goods market, according to 
the weekly review of the Hunter 
Manufacturing and Commission 
Company. Much of the activity, the 
report adds, was in the gray goods 
departments. 

‘*Prices continued to advance,’’ the 
review says, ‘“‘particularly in print- 
cloths and sheetings. The former 
were actively bought for delivery 
during September, with occasional 
inquiries for the balance of the year. 
Mills, however, are not anxious to 
sell at present prices for distant de- 
livery, inasmuch as few quotations 
reflect the cost of cotton. One no- 
ticeable exception has been in to- 


bacco cloths, which are now being 
bought for late in the year at prices 
generally satisfactory. 

‘In sheetings, there was a satis- 
factory business from the jobbing 
trade at new high prices, and the 
heavier numbers were well taken by 
the bag trade. Shoe twills were in 
a little better demand, but prices 
here remain inadequate. Activity 
was also good in single-filled ducks 
hg have recently advanced a 
cent. 

“Good sales were made of sateens 
and broken twills to converters of 
fabrics for the automobile trade. 
These goods advanced from half a 
cent to a cent a yard. Some sales 
were made of sheetings, with fair 
advances recorded in backing cloths, 
but the sheet and pillow case division 
was quiet. 

‘‘While trading in gray goods did 
not quite reach the volume of the 
previous week, sales of colored goods 
were larger. Considerable activity 
was shown in denims at a higher 

rice, and more could easily have 
been sold if deliveries before October 
Flannels continued to 





were made. 
move into an even stronger position. 
As the trade has bought only mod- 
erately so far, further business is 
looked for to keep the situation in 
these goods in excellent shape. 

‘Advances have been put into ef- 
fect on some shirtings, chambrays, 
cheviots and plaids. ese increases 
naturally serve to slow down busi- 
ness, but the new prices are accepted 
as being fair. While it is now be- 
tween seasons for ginghams, indica- 
tions point to higher prices when the 
Spring Jines are opened. 

‘‘Wash goods were not generally 
active, although more sales were re- 
corded in fine and fancy goods than 
in the previous week, and the situ- 
ation was probably better than at 
any time in the past sixty days. 
Spotty conditions still prevailed, 
however, some broadcloths and 
sateens being active at the expense 
of others. yon alpacas also sold 
in large volume, but profit margins 
on these goods are narrowing, and 
are probably less than for some 
ime.”’ 





Gray Goods Were Quiet. 

Trading in gray goods yesterday 
was of limited volume. The heavy 
rainstorm, coupled with the exodus 
of many for the usual Saturday holi- 
day and the rise in cotton, restricted 
buying. The advance in _ cotton 
rompted the mills to withhold quo- 
fations until tomorrow. Amo the 
sales reported were small lots of 
38%-inch 6460s at 7% cents for 
September delivery.

Mere Copies of Such Apparel 
Fail to Satisfy the American 
Woman. 


Certain features of the present pro- 
cedure of importing and adapting 
Parisian creations place the manu- 
facturer of high-grade ready-to-wear 
at a decided disadvantage, according 
to Edward Kolbert of Ed Kolbert & 
Sons, pioneer coat and suit manufac- 
turers of this city. He discussed yes- 
terday the model import situation 
and pointed out that the selection of 
identical models by a number of 
manufacurers reacted against the 
better firms. A possible remedy for 
the conditions prevailing, he said, 
could come in greater discrimination 
in their purchases by the leading re- 
tail stores. 

“The Fall showings of the couturi- 
ers, to be held shortly, will be at- 
tended by scores of American manu- 
facturers or their representatives,’’ 
Mr. Kolbert continued. ‘In some in- 
stances the garment producers from 
this country will obtain exclusive 
rights on certain models, but in most 
cases each creation is likely to be 
purchased by a dozen or more buy- 
ers, including makers of all grades 
of merchandise. 

‘“‘When the model arrives here each 
purchaser of it will make his own 
adaptation. The bona fide style in- 
stitution will, with much thought and 
artistry, employ the distinctive 
fashion features of the importation in 
a number that will conform more 
nearly to the taste of the well-dressed 
American woman. The producer of 
less expensive apparel will take the 
same model and, although using its 
general outline, will copy it down to 
a point where it will retail for less 
than the high-grade house can afford 
to offer it at wholesale, 

‘Since both garments are prepared 
from the same model, it is not diffi- 
cult to understand why so many buy- 
ers are inclined to favor the cheaper 


version, And yet there are other 
buyers who, recognizing the a tas 
ity of the more costly interpretation, 
purchase it and dispose of it at a sub- 


stantial profit. 

‘The latter t of retailer, who is 
unfortunately in the minority at 
present, is not influenced by the 
mere mention of a French coutu- 
rier’s name by a manufacturer in 
exhibiting a garment. This com 
tent merchant judges each number 
on its merits and not on its source. 
He is invariably catering to a fas- 
tidious clientels which buys style and 
workmanship and regards the identi- 
ty of the originator of the model as 
of lesser importance. 

“The greater number of retailers 
of ready-to-wear, however, have dur- 
ing the past few years impressed on 
the women of their respective com- 
munities the significance of the 
names of the French creators. it 
has become habitual with innumer- 
able department and specialty stores, 
when giving publicity to better-class 
apparel, to emphasize the fact that 
the models are from Lanvin or Patou 
or one of the other widely known 
coutouriers. 

‘‘Manufacturers, aware of this

‘Until last year we were able to 
dispose of these importations in Can- 
ada at about a fifth or a sixth of 
their value. The Dominion does not 
now permit this importation, and the 
creations must be sold to South 
America or Australia for nominal 
prices. If no foreign purchaser is 
obtained, the models are sent back 
to the manufacturer’s commission- 
aire in Paris. In this case not only 
does the manufacturer not receive 
anything for them, but he must de 
fray the transportation charges. The 
bond, deposited when these models 
enter the country, cannot be recov- 
ered until it is shown that the models 
have been exported. 

*‘Considering the great expenditure 
and the devious procedure involved 
in the creatiaqn of style, it seems only 
logical that tangible encouragement 
should be accorded by retailers to 
those manufacturers who, despite 
the tremendous vogue for low-priced 
inferior goods, continue to evolve 
new and striking fashions. 

“I realize that the retailer is not 
fully at fault for the flooding of the 
market with ‘price’ garments. This 
condition arose when many of the 
‘inside shop’ manufacturers were 
compelled to turn to jobbing. We 
are now M fb at mmm something of a 
revival of inter in better-grade 
merchandise. The style uniformity 
of low-end goods and its failure to 
give satisfactory wear are causing 
women with pride in their appear- 
ance to revert to apparel that has 
individuality and shows that it was 
made by master workmen. 

“But by simply using the names of 
the French creators, the retailer 
can not expect to rebuild his oie 
business. Real, not counterfeit in- 
terpretations of the models must ac- 
company the names.’’ 


PESSIMISTIC VIEW OF 
THE RIBBON OUTLOOK 


Little Demand for the Goods and, 
Added to This, ts Price 
Catting. 











The situation in ribbons continues 
to show quite discouraging aspects, 
according to an executive of a well- 
known manufacturing firm. The 
demand either from the retailers or 
cutters-up is nothing to boast about, 
he said yesterday, and the internal 


price structure of the trade is far t 


from stabilized. ‘‘Present conditions 
are such that a manufacturer may 
as well tear up his price sheets,’’ 
he added. ‘‘This situation is nothing 
new, but it gives no signs of chang- 
ing for the better.”

Cotton at Year’s High. 


Sharp advances in cotton in a 
handful of carefully selected stocks 
on the Exchange yesterday were 
about the only feature of dull and 
listless trading. An advance of ap- 
proximately $1 per bale carried all 
of the active cotton months to new 
high records for the year, due not so 
much to trade buying, which has 
been in evidence all week, as to fur- 


| ther reports from governmental and 


private agencies of unfavorable 
growing conditions in the belt and 
further indications of widespread in- 
sect damage. The buoyant advance 
in cotton, which has now put all the 
active months through the -18-cent 
mark, has in itself developed a seri- 
ous problem for manufacturers who 
find buyers of cotton goods extreme- 
ly cautious at the moment. Many 
textile lines are selling below replace- 
ment costs with cotton at its present 
level, and this, naturally, has placed 
the mills in a rather awkward situa- 
tion. Nevertheless, trade buying has 
been at a good rate this week, and 
foreign spinners also are taking the 
reports of a possible short crop very 
seriously. 

Motor, farming machinery and 
mail order stocks were outstanding 
spots in an otherwise dull and ragged 
market on the Stock Exchange. In- 
terest in fluctuations was at such a 
low ebb that the total turnover of 
stocks on the Exchange for the day 
aggregated only a little more than 
700,000. General Motors, whose ad- 
vance this week has been almost per- 
pendicular, spurred by the possibility 


lished further gains yesterday, as did 
the stock of several other motor cor- 
porations, the financial reports of 
which are favorable at the moment. 
The farming implement stocks and 
mail order shares merely continued 
the advance, which has been under 
way most of the week. It is pre- 
sumed that they are engaged in dis- 
counting good Autumn business. 
The entire market, however, could 
be called little better than irregular, 
although such declines as occurred 
were nominal and relatively unim- 
portant. Rather, the majority of is- 
sues were merely neglected and made 
no progress in either direction.

Fundamental conditions of the mar- 
ket show no change whatever. Its 
backbone is the complete relaxation 
of money rates which have carried 
quotations for funds to the lowest 
point of the year and brought to the 
financial centres of the country a 
vast flow of idle credit, seeking prof- 
itable employment, even though it be 
but temporary. The reservoirs of 
credit are literally overflowing and 
the competition for vehicles of em- 
ployment is extremely keen.

Holds Finlay & Co. Must Pay Chi- 
cago Brokers $106,400, Difference 
of Market and Contract Values. 


The Court of Appeals has made an 
important ruling as to the damages 
to be paid by one who breaks a. con- 
tract for the future delivery of mer- 
chandise, in its decision in a suit 
by Butler-Ward & Co. of Chicago, 
sugar brokers, against G. H. Finlay 
& Co., sugar dealers of ‘New York, 
over a transaction in February, 1923. 
The ruling removes .all doubt caused 
by previous decisions in which the 
measure of damages was in some 
conflict. 

The opinion, written by Judge 
O’Brien, says that on Feb. 27 and 28, 
1928, telephone conversations and 
telegraph messages were exchanged

AMERICAN OL ‘NEEDED 
“BY MOST OF EUROPE 


Only Russia, Rumania and Poland 


Independent, Department of 
Commerce Reports. 


Rumania, Poland and Russia are 
the only European countries entirely 
independent of the United States for 
their supplies of refined petroleum 
products, a fact emphasized by the 
present controversy between. three 
companies of the Standard Oil group 


over purchases of Russian oil for 
use In Europe. 

The supremacy of the United 
States in the petroleum industry is 
shown by figures prepared by the 
Department of Commerce, Of the 
total petroleum production of the 
world, 70 per cent. comes from 
within the Cenittortal limits of the 
United States. Furthermore, the 
refineries of America represent the 
last word in mechanical = enter 
and operating efficiency, which gives 
the producers of this country an- 
other distinct advantage over their 
competitors in other countries. 
Strenuous efforts have been made 


petroleum interests to improve their 
refining methods, but they have had 
little success. France, Germany and 
perenne which have no domestic 
sources ge reece have been 
re pel devel refining in- 
dustries, but have made small prog- 
ress. Only one of France's eleven 
refineries is now operating and this 
one is said to be unprofitable. r- 
many, according to reports, has 
given up the idea of developing a re- 
fining industry of any size and has 
turned to the “oil from  coal’’ 

rocess, about which much has been 

eard of late. Australia, which 
grants a large subsidy to ite refining 
interests, is still trying to breathe 
vitality into the industry at heavy 
cost to its treasury 

The suenkeuan of these and other 
foreign countries, according to the 
Department of Commerce's informa- 
tion, has demonstrated the impos- 
sibility of building up a successful 
petroleum refining industry in sec- 
tions where there is no ord, oil sup- 
ply. Great Britain happens to be an 
exception to this rule, but its position 
is different from that of other coun- 
tries because it controls vast supplies 
of crude oil. 

Post-war development of the re- 
Raley industry in Great Britain has 
been ones ana’ it is continuing. About 
$100,000,000 is invested in the indus- 
try, not including installations that 
have to do with finished products. 
In 1913 Great Britain imported only 
31,700 barrels of crude, while in 1925 
the total imports amounted to more 
than 16,000,000 barrels, or 500 times 
the pre-war total. Imports for 1926 
were considerably larger than those 


of 1925, but the exact figures are not 
available.

Market Readjusted as Result 
of Failure of Reinvestment 
Demand to Materialize. 


DECLINE BELIEVED HALTED 


Principal Buying Now Is Being 
Done by Corporations and 
Large Institutions. 


Several rather “Important changes 
have taken place this month in the 
municipal bond market, now passing 
through its customary period of 
Summer inactivity. By a series of 
‘declines, the market for municipals 
has erased about 50 per cent. of the 
price advances made earlier in the 
year, when expectations ran high that 
the reinvestment of many millions of 
dollars released through the retire- 
ment of the Second Liberty 4% per 
cent. bonds would be made in mu- 
nicipal securities... Momentarily, at 
least, the declira has been halted, 
save for the adjustment of prices on 
sécond-grade municipals to conform 
with the levels on first-grade issues. 

The cutting of the price on the un- 
sold portion of the recent. issue of 

,000,000 New York City bonds and 
corporate stock was more in the na- 
ture of a necessary adjustment in- 
stead of a fresh cut in prices to un- 
settle the market. Bankers identi- 
fied with the issue have made public 
no figures of bonds sold since the cut 
in price, but it understood that a fair 
response was forthcoming from yer 
ers. The fact that some $25,000, 
of the unsold bonds was withdrawn 
from the market until next Septem- 
ber, when the syndicate will expire, | C 
played an important part in the 
sheadying of the market.

CRAMPED BY RIOTING 


Treasury and Bank Reports Dis- 
close Narrow Margin When Vi- 
enna T rouble Disrupted Affairs. 


Reports of the National Bank of 
Vienna and the Treasury of the Aus- 
trian Republic issued a few days be- 
fore the politico-economic riots of 


379,460 | 
ot July 15 show why the $35,000,000 re- 


quired to repair the damage caused 
by the mob may seriously disrupt the 
national finances unless covered be- 
fore long by loans from abroad. The 
little republic has been living from 
hand to mouth. 

With the fiscal year just ended on 
June 30 its revenue, in thousands of 
schillings, had amounted to 1,567,173 
and its expenditure to 1,702,622, or, 
respectively, $218,404,220 and $238,- 
367,080. And there was only a small 


ry | balance left from the League of Na- 


tions loan, while almost every indus- 
try was in need of funds if it was 
even to be maintained at the 1926-27 


status. 

The reports at hand, it is said, 
would have been almost encouraging 
if nothing had pepeened to disturb 
the financial equilibrium. It was con- 
fidently expected, as a means of 
overcoming the customs barriers in 
certain directions, that the commer- 
cial treaties which the Prague Gov- 
ernment signed with Budapest and 
Angora on May 81, and before with 
Berlin, would, before long, be dupli- 
cated at Vienna. 

Although the unemployment in the 
republic registered in mid-June 152,- 
499, it had ever since last Autumn 
been reduced on the average of about 
5,000 a month, and the number of 
bankruptcies were dwindling at the 
rate of gape 10 per cent. a month. 

Forei an. com tition, according to 
the bank report, had been particular- 
ly severe in the coal and milling in- 
dustries. Some coal mines had shut 
down, while the flour mills had been 
compelled to sell their products at a 
loss in order to compete with Hun 
garian flour. 

On the other hand, there had been 
an improvement in the iron, locomo- 
tive and electrical industries, as also 
in textiles, leather, building mate- 
rials, paper and to a certain extent 
in the timber industry, on account of 
the trade rupture between Russia 
and Great Britain. It is also reported 
that the purchasing power of the 
population had increased, while the 
country was completely self-con- 
tained in regard to dairy products.

|OPERATORS OBSERVING 
SEMINOLE REST. RICTION | 
Majority Feel Temporary Oil 
Order Will Stand Until Perma- 
nent Regalation Is Attempted. 








OKLAHOMA CITY, July 23 .— 
Oil operators in the Seminole Field 
of Oklahoma were reported today to 
be observing a temporary order of 


the State Corporation .Commission 
prohibiting drilling and shooting, of 
wells in certain parts of the field, 
although sharp difference of opinion 
as to the legality of the commission’s 
astion has developed. 

C. C. Childers, member of the com- 
mission, announced he would not 
sign the order, issued on Thursday 
by the other two Cormissioners, 
Fred Capshaw, Chairman, and Frank 
Carter. 

Childers declared he did not be- 
lieve the commission should take 
any action as long as operators could 
handle, without waste, all of the oil 
produced in the field, which is 
spouting about one-fifth of the total 
output of the nation. 

No efforts have been made to test 
the authority of the commission, al- 
though a protest has been filed by 
the Gypsy Oil Company declaring the 
order unconstitutional. 

The attitude of authorities and oil 
interests seems to be that the order, 
returnable Aug. 5, is temporary and 
that it will stand until permanent 
regulations are attempted. 

Oil experts testified before the com- 
mission that excessive production in 
the Seminole Field has upset market 
conditions and that waste is prob- 
able unless some means is used to 
force all of the operators there to 
abide by a decision of seventeen com- 
panies to limit the output.

COMMEMORATE F INDING 
OF OIL IN AMERICA 


Teveentencrv-of Blecsesry of Pool 
of Petroleum Near Cuba, N. Y., 
Celebrated by Thousands. 


CUBA, N. Y., July 23 ).—The past 
was linked with the present today 
near this little village when thou- 
sands of persons, some from far-dis- 
tant points, gathered to commemo- 
rate the tercentenary of the discov- 
ery by a white man of oil on the 


Continent of North America. 

Just years ago last Monday, 
Father Joseph de la Roche d’Allion, 
a Franciscan missionary and ex- 
plorer, trod through the wilderness 
which was then erica into the 
heart of the Seneca Indian coun 
to view the source of an oil whic 
the Indians called ‘“‘atouronton.”' 

The small limpid 1 of oily water 
which he saw stands today encircled 
by a huge wooden rapbound cask, 
sunk nearly level with the ground, 
and still in “age « forever to be 
the ea of the Indians. A 
stone w away is a huge boulder 
upon which is the twentieth cen- 
tury’s tribute to the explorer, in the 
form of a bronze tablet giving perti- 
wer tp dates, and saying of the spring 
itse 

‘Its history forms the first chap- 
ter in the development. of the petro- 
leum industry in America—a gigan- 
tic world enterprise transforming 
modern life.’ 

Around this boulder and tablet cen- 
tered today’s tercentenary exercises. 
In recognition of the importance of 
the discovery of this first oil source, 
representatives of the oil industry 
came to join with legislators and his- 
torians of the State of New York in 
taking part in the ceremonies, while 
history was repeated in the presence 
of Seneca Indians and Franciscan 
monks. 

The unveiling of the monument 
took place at 2 o’clock, Eastern 
Standard Time, under the direction 
of Lewis P. Thornton of Wellsville, 
N. Y¥., and John P. Herrick of Olean, 
Y., past Presidents of the New 
York State Oil Producers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Addresses by Theodore F. Jemer- 
son, former President of the Seneca 
Indian Nation, and by the Rev. Fa- 
ther St. Bonaventure McIntyre of the 
Franciscan Monastery at Winsted, 
Ontario, followed, while the principal 
address was delivered by Robert L. 
Welch of New York City, Secretary 
and General Counsel of the American 
Petroleum Institute. As the conclud- 
ing feature, Indians from the reser- 
vation upon which the spring is lo- 
cated enacted a war dance, while 
during the program a group of Fran- 
ciscan monks chanted a missionary 
hymn as sung three centuries ago.

UPONGERMANEDITOR 


Berlin Vorwaerts Loses Another 
Round in Its Battle With 
2 the Reichswehr. 


COURT RULINGS ARE VARIED 


Reactionary Chief Fined for Slander- 
Ing Republic and Communlst Paper 
for Libeling Socialist Deputy. 


Appeal by Alderman Reuter, for- 
mer “‘responsible editor’’ of the Ber- 
lin Vorwaerts, and the District At- 
torney against the decision of the 
lower court in the libel suit brought | used 
against Herr Reuter by the Chief of 
the Marine Division of the German 
Army, has resulted in tripling the 
original fine of 500 marks assessed 
against the Socialist publicist for 
permitting the publication of an al- 
leged insult to the Reichswehr. 

On July 7 the appellate court in 
Berlin heard the evidence in the case, 
which grew out of the publication in 
the Vorwaerts of an article, based 
upon a letter from San Francisco to 
a Socialist paper in Karlsruhe, as- 
serting that, when the officers of the 
German cruiser Hamburg were 
being formally welcomed by the 
Mayor of San Francisco last year, 
they coughed noticeably every time 
the American speakers referred to 
Germany has a “‘sister republic,’ and 
in other ways displayed their dislike 


for the new form of Government in 
the Fatherland. Vorwaerts used 


caustic language in commenting 
upon the ‘“‘monarchist’”’ officers, and 
the libel suit followed. 


The procedure upon appeal was dif- 


ferent from that in the original trial, 
according to reports in the Frankfur- 
ter Zeitung. In the lower court, the 
Judge had accepted the truth of the 
charges contained in the Vorwaerts 
article, had refused to call witnesses 


and apparently had condemned the 
Socialist editor upon general princi- 
ples for ro attacked the naval 
officers. The higher court, on the 
other hand, called Captain Gross, 
commandant of the cruiser, but de- 
clined to summon the rest of the deck 
officers, as requested by Attorney 
Landesberg for the defense. Captain 
Gross testified that an inquiry insti- 
tuted by him had shown that we od 
knew anything about such hap 
ings at San Francisco and tha oi 
had never noticed any dislike of the 
new régime on his ship. 
The District Attorney asked for a 
jail sentence of two months or a fine 
of 2,000 marks ($476). The court held 
that fine of 1,500 marks was enough 
nent As not Herr Reuter, but 
orwaerts, the central organ of the 
Social Democratic Party of Germany, 
is the defendant, it is expected that 
the case will be carried to the Su- 
preme Court in Leipsic. 
On the other side of the ledger of 
German justice there was noted on 
June 23 a fine of 1,000 marks laid 
upon Attorney Roland Freisler by a 
court in Cassel because that leader 
of the extreme reactionary group 
called the National Socialist Labor 
Party had, in a speech before the 
Board of Aldermen, referred to ‘‘the 
tha of the smugglers’ repub- 


For having branded Franz Kiinst- 
ler, the Socialist member of the 
Reichstag who was active last Win-

Consequently, Hitler, ac- 
cord to the report, averred he was 
not going to jeopardize his relations 
with the Italian dictator by taking 
up the cause of the Germans vo 
in the southern part of the Tyrol. H 
said that the Germans living ander 
Italian rule were not abused and that 
the whole trouble about Southern 
Tyrol had been kicked up by the 
Jewish press. 

The meeting is said to have been 
followed by a confidential confer- 
ence of the leaders of the Bavarian 
and Austrian near-Fascisti, partici- 
ey in by a Bavarian General and 

a delegate of the Italian Fascisti. 
The question of obtaining arms from 
Italy was supposed to have been up- 
der discussion.

Prof. Beaty Says Its Racial 
Vitality; an Object of Pride, 
Necessitates Expansion. 


NO RELIEF IN WORLD WAR 


He Declares its People Do Not See 
Right to Restrict Emigration— 
Reviews Fascist Conditions. 


Italy does not want war, but may 
be forced to make war to acquire 
territory for her rapidly increasing 
popultaion, says a report by Pro- 
fessor J. O. Beaty of Southern Metho- 
dist University, sent from Rome to 
the trustees of the Kahn Foundation 
for the Foreign Travel. of American 
Teachers and made public yesterday 
at Columbia University. The report 
went on: 

‘Italy feels entirely capable of 
regulating her home affairs. She will 
prepare her homeland to hold as 
many Italians as possible, but she 
is proud of the racial vitaltiy which 
gives her a population increase of 
half a million every year, and she 
must look in the not too distant fu- 
ture for an outlet. 

“The war was no help in this way. 
The ‘liberated’. regions were fully 
populated. Italy does not sce why 
other countries with no excess popu- 


lation té emigrate or no people who 
wish to emigrate should hold fertile 
vacant spaces to which she could 
send surplus people. 


Nations Should Devise Outlet Plan. 


“She does not recognize as sacred 
the territorial rights of peoples who 
happened to take land when she was 
engaged with her unification. If the 
nations of the world want peace they 
should certainly before many years 
show Italy what she is to do with 
her surplus people. 

“Even if peace can be maintained 
under present conditions it would be 
a racial tragedy to force down the 
Italian birth-rate and stem the vig- 
orous tide of white humanity that 
Italy is producing.” 

Despite recent international inci- 
dents, and the possession by France 
of sparsely settled colonies in North 


Africa to which Italians might em!- 
grate, Professor Beaty said he saw 
no probability of war between Italy 
France. He continued: 

“Six of Italy’s ten corps areas are 
near her land frontiers, but that is 
only natural. Her compulsory and 
universal service, except in the Afri-

‘ALL GRAINS DECLINE 


Markets Make a Good Opening, 
but Prices Fall as Buying 
Diminishes. 


EXPORT TRADE IMPROVES 


Chicago Receives ite First Car of 
New Oats—cCorn Is 
Bullish.

CHICAGO, July 23.—A large per- 
centage of the local grain traders are 
especially bearish on wheat and mod- 
erately so on corn. There are a few 


of the oe operators who are 
credited with being heavily long on 
corn who ave not particularly inter- 
ested in the market at present.

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ANALYZES WHEAT OUTLOOK. 
Government Sees Market as Favor- 


able as Last Year’s. 


As favorable a wheat market for 
farmers this season as a year ago is 
seen by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, notwithstanding the increase in 
stocks on hand on July 1 and the 
larger crop forecast this year. 

‘‘Last year’s harvest in the United 
States placed this country upon an 
export basis for practically all classes 
of wheat,”’ says the analysis. ‘“There 
were also e surpluses in Canada, 
Argentina and Australia to be placed 
upon the world markets, and world 
shipments during the last crop year 
were the largest on record. The 
continued active demand from Eu- 
hope throughout the season, how- 
ever, readily absorbed these heavy 
shipments at relatively steady prices 
and prevented any material accumu- 
lation at the ports. While world 
shipments have decreased recently, 
the. delayed crops in Europe, to- 
gether with the limited stocks, will 
make it necessary to import consid- 
erably more wheat before new crops 
are Be ee oy) 

*‘Allowing for a gon emg carry- 
over in the United Sta of around 

,000, bushels, exclusive of com-

There is likely 
to be, however, considerable varia- 
tion in the markets for the different 
classes of wheat. The prospective 
reduction in the soft Winter wheat 
crop for the current season suggests 
a production about equal te domestic 
requirements. 
‘Unless the Canadian ar nrg pve 
roan improve, Spring wheat pro- 

ucers will have less competition 
from Canadian wheat in the world 
markets.

COTTON PRICES UP 
10 NEW HIGH MARK 


During Early Trading— 
Market Closes Lower. 


FOREIGN QUOTATIONS RISE 


Heavy Rainfall Increases Realizing 
Operations Toward the 
Close. 


The heaviest rainfall of the week 
over a wide area of the cotton belt 
caused a further excited rise in 
prices yesterday, contraets on all 


new high ground for the year. High- 
est quotations were made in early 


trading when the market met week- 
end profit-taking, which wiped out 
the improvement and left final prices 
2 to 6 points lower on the day, The 
rapid advance of over $3 a e dur- 
ing the week brought out contracts 
as October approached the 19-cent 
level, while local and professional 
operators were influenced by predic- 
tions of fair weather in western sec- 
tions over Sunday. 

A recovery of half a cent to three- 
quarters of a cent in Alexandria re- 
stored the level of tian cotton 
at high records of movement, 
and a sympathetic rise in American 
contracts in Liverpool made a full 
response to the sharp upturn on this 
side in late trading Friday. A large 
volume of overnight buying orders 
appeared at the opening of the local 
market, tens of thousands of bales 
changing s the first half hour 
at highest quotations of the season. 

While several Southern houses con- 
tinued the aggressive tes ny, 8 of the 
past three days, influenced by wee- 
vil advices and weather favorable 
for insect propagation, other South- 
ern interests had cotton for sale on 
the advance. Rains of over an inch 
at seven points in North Texas 
caused lower temperatures in that 
State, and the forecast of limited 
rainfall west of the river by the 
Weather Bureau increased the vol- 
ume of ee ee toward 
the close. October ended the week 
about a quarter of a cent above quo- 
tations of the previous Saturday.

From these data it appears that 
Japan in the last eight years, or 
from 1919 to 1926, inclusive, has 
taken 2,352,900 gross tons of the six 
products enumerated, or 24.8 per 
cent. of the total shipments abroad 
of 9,485,800 tons, a very remarkable 
proportion.

The only film 
productions devoid of action are 
Hollywood’s. indigenous ‘artistic 
flops,”’ which achieve artiness by 
slow motion and soft-focus photog- 
raphy; but the average spectator 
doesn’t consider these because he 
never sees them. They flourish in 
Hollywood at showings promoted by 
“art guilds” and art-struck indi- 
viduals,..and then accomplish an 
early. and easy demise, not having 
much life in them to begin with.

Three of them, surely, 
may be classed as ‘‘comedy dramas,’’ 
which head the list.. ‘‘Rolled Stock- 
ings’’ at the Paramount, ‘“‘The Poor 
Nut” at the Strand and ‘‘The Ging- 
ham Girl’ at the Capitol all offer 
stories and situations, but they are 
freely sprinkled, even showered, with 
comedy gags and comedians.

Statistics compiled 
by Mr. Jenkins from the announce- 
ments of producing companies show 
that films will run very largely to 
the ‘‘comedy.drama”’ class. ‘‘Action”’ 
plays listed as such are rather low 
in the percentage tables, but it is ex- 
plained that some companies do not 
use this classification, although mak- 
ing pictures. with plenty of action 
in them. They prefer to call them 
“dramas” or ‘‘comedy dramas’’; also 
it is even conceivable that a “oom 
tume”’ or ‘‘historical’’ play may have 
action in it, though it must. be con- 
fessed that when movie actors put on 
the clothes of a former day they 
seem unable to get away from the 
idea that they are part of a parade 
or pageant: They’d probably strut 
Falstaff himself.

Scrambled Stories Come From “Confer- 
ences’ —Gusty Sessions of Overlords 


By JAMES O. SPEARING. 


F you telephone a-friend at a mo- 
tion-picture studio in Hollywood 
and the girl on the other end of 
the line says sweetly, ‘‘He’s in 
conference,”’ the chances are it’s 
true. There are so many confer- 
ences going on in studios these days 
that .a writer, director or producing 
executive has a hard time’ keeping 
away from’ them long enough to 
read his mail ‘or tell his secretary 
in private what he.really thinks of 
everybody else on the lot. 

When you see by the screen that 
a certain picture was directed by 
Mr. Og from a scenario by Mr. Gog, 
with titles by Mr. Magog, you may 
innocently assume that these three 
gentlemen proceeded to make the 
photoplay in the simple and orderly 
fashion indicated. But nothing like 
that ever happens in a studio. Hard- 
ly- ever, anyhow. 

Names on a film mean little, espe- 
cially in the case of author, adapter, 
editor or ‘title writer. The likeii- 
hood is that those so credited mere- 
ly enjoy the protection of contracts 
that guarantee them recognition 
whether any of their work ever 
reaches the screen or not. The pres- 
ence of their names proves them to 
be experienced and forward-looking 
members of the Screen Credit Men’s 
Association, that’s all. 

A picture starts with a scenario 
writer, of course, but as soon as he 
turns in the ‘first draft of his adap 
tation or treatment it is immediate- 
ly thrown into conférence. This as- 
sociates itself in the minds of many 
with old tales of Roman captives 
thrown to the lions, but the com 
parison should not be pushed too far. 
After all, the captives did have a 
chance. It’s possible for a strcng 
man to overpower a lion. 

Among Those Present. 

The conference to which the sce- 
nario writer’s treatment is fed is 
usually attended by the general r-an- 
ager or associate producer of the 
studio, the scenario editor or edi- 
torial supervisor, the director of the 
planned production, from one to 
three gag Men, as many famous nov- 
elists and playwrights as happe: to 
be on the payroll at the time, and 
the entire scenario-writing staff. 
The star of the picture under dis- 
cussion often walks himself in, and 
if there are any representatives .f

voted down. The acoustics of the 
auditorium are not good. 

When the conference opens a few 
of those present may have read the 
treatment to be discussed. At least 
the scenario editor usually has, and 
he briefly summarizes it for the 
others. Then discussion begins. 
Everybody says what. he. thinks 
ought’ to be done to the story. Sug- 
gestions come thick and fast, thicker 
than faster sometimes, but one al- 
ways brings forth, another. The gag 
men usually speak first. They sug- 
gest things that will make the public 
laugh. At least they laugh them- 
selves when they suggest them. 

Each scenario writer. present 
knows. how he would. have treated 
the story if. the studio officials had 
had sense enough to assign it to him, 
and he feels that it is his duty, 
therefore, to make suggestions in- 
tended to turn it in the direction it 
would have taken in his capable 
hands. The. director contends for 
scenes and sequences that will give 
his picture ‘‘production value’ and 
“class,’’ and the general manager 
gradually comes to the conclusion 
that the film should resemble as 
nearly as possible some previous pro- 
duction on which the Home Office 
has complimented him. 

Dignity Supplied. 

This does not leave the famous 
novelists and playwrights out of ac 
count. They are present and occa- 
sionally try to talk about plot, con- 
struction and characterization, but 
they are not very good at making 
themselves . understood—at. least no- 
body seems to understand them—and, 
anyhow, they are not supposed to 
know anything about the mysterious 
technique of picture making. ‘They 
shouldn’t hold up the proceedings 
too much. Their real business is to 
dignify the conference by their pres- 
ence. 

Suggestions conflict—and sometimes 
suggesters. BUSINESS GOING ON 
AS USUAL DURING ALTERCA- 
TIONS might be a sign over any 
studio, Every man is out for him- 
self. His main object Is to get his 
own ideas into film form. He wants 
something to show the next time his 
contract expires and the question of 
renewal comes up. If he ¢an point 
to a bit of business that made people 
laugh, and say, “I did that,”’ he has 
something to talk about. Of course, 
he takes a chance. The bit he sug- 
gests may not make people. laugh 
but then he can always. say, “Tha 
dumb director ruined my bright. idea 
in the shooting,” and though this 
venerable excuse, has, lost . weight , 
through still has 
strength enough ) stand. It is nour- 
ished by the fact it is sometimes: 
true. At any rate,. phi who suc- 
ceed in having one -sugges- 
tions accepted wit a Fat pre- 
view of the picture, hoting 
laughter and ap unt his 
individual score. oe 

The Plot: ‘Sickens. 
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moves, the characters live, the plot 
thickens, in the conference, bom- 
barded by suggestions from all sides, 
the story staggers, the characters 
limp, the plot sickens. 

Finally, before anything of definite 
form and homogeneous substance 
has been evolved, the period allowed 
for conferences expires. The picture 
goes into production. Somehow 
scenes are shot, somehow sequences 
are assembled, until there is enough 
film for two or three pictures in the 
cutting room. 

Then conferences begin again. It 
is the business of the cutter, the 
director, the scenario editor and the 
general manager, with such fresh 
advisers as they may call in, to make 
a photoplay out of the material on 
hand, The theory seems to be that if 
there is sufficient film this can be 
done. And, after many conferences 
on what to use and what to leave 
out, what titles are needed and what 
they shall say, some sort of a pro- 
duction is ultimately shipped to New 
York, 

It. gets out and often gets by, if 
the star has sufficient box-office 
appeal and the exploitation depart- 
ment puts enough power into its 
ballyhoo. An attendance record at 
a Broadway theatre also helps to 
impress exhibitors out of town, and 
this is easily, if expensively, achieved 
by surrounding thc picture with 
stage acts that get the people into 
the theatre in crowds. 

Whenever it happens that some one 
at a conference has sufficient con- 
fidence in his own judgment and 
sufficient authority in his position 
to direct the course of the dis 
cussions, a persuasively plausible 
film story may result. This happens 
sometimes. There’s nothing inher- 
ently wrong in a method that calls 
forth suggestions, even when they 
spring from the minds of men work- 
ing for themselves. But it is neces- 
sary that they be hurled at some une 
who can handle them. Whoever 
presides at a conference should 
have the ability to hold the pattern 
of a story in mind while he receives 
suggestions and determines which of 
them by their fitness, shall survive. 

And this happens—sometimes.

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Fights Among Film Men Go on Forever 
So Does the Public, Unconcerned

layman reading the vast 
pother about the affairs of 
the business structure of the 
motion picture industry, re- 
cently culminating in the Federal 
Trade Commission’s order and find- 
ings in the Famous Players-Lasky 
case might be forgiven for an im- 
pression that something important 
was~happening within the screen 
institution. 

Now, in truth, for all of the thirty 
years of the screen the motion pic- 
ture has been in the courts of the 
United States on issues which have 
sounded tremendously important and 
which might appear to hold the very 
existence and future of the institu- 
tion at stake. . They do not.. Motion 
picture issues are loud but, so far as 
the public is concerned, unimportant. 

One. is to be reminded of Mark 
Twain’s classic discussion of the 
racial destiny of felis domestica. 
‘“‘When I was a young man,”’ ob- 
served. Mr. Clemens, ‘‘the wails and 
ear-splitting screams on the back 
fences gave me an impression that 
the entire feline race was about to 
be destroyed in internecine | strife. 
But as I grew. older and my field of 
observation was extended, I became 
aware that the only significant final 
result of all this alarming manifes- 
tation was just more cats.’’ 

It has been so and always will. be 
so with reference to the motion pic- 
ture and motion picture concerns. 
They are made up of. aggressive, 
sharply competitive personalities. 
The motion picture’s lowest tone is a 
scream. Everything is super, super- 
features, super-scenics, super-presen- 
tations, super-theatres—and above all 
super-wolfing: 

Life Without Movies! 

There is a curious assumption in 
some quarters that the motion pic- 
ture should be considered as a pub- 
lic utility,’ that it should be con- 
trolled by laws like unto those deal- 
ing with ‘food, milk, water supply 
and the railroads. Life can be and 
is often supported for long ‘periods 
without the motion picture. Some of 
the ‘best livers in the world get 
along without it. In the main it is a 
supplementary press for those who 
can not or will not read. Its major 
contribution to its ‘age is‘ an” in- 
creased appetite for sensation and 
things among its patrons. It helps 
make people develop their wants and 
makes them larger consumers of 
merchandise. It. has done little else. 
There is nothing that makes it ap- 
pear that there’ is any more reason 
for seeking to control it as a public 
utility than for asking a similar con- 
trol for the peees; or the | of 
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photoengraving. The picture" on “the 
printed page has-all the same prop- 
erties, differing. only in ‘the degrees 
of its intensity: of appeal. 

But because ‘the* motion picture is 
slightly set: apart!from : the ‘other 
forms of picture making and publica- 
tion by reason of its technology it is 
marked as something entirely dif- 
ferent. The exponents of the doo 
trine of control as a public utility 
have furnished ‘to the ‘‘outs’”’ an in- 
strument of complaint against the 
‘‘ins.”’ There always’ will be *‘outs’* 
and there always will be ‘‘ins,”’ | 

A number of gentlemen, some 
preachers and a few lawyers, all of 
whom are in a position to grdcefully 
accept positions, if, whem and as cre- 
ated, either within the industry ‘or 
the Government, have written books, 
tracts; brochures and pamphiets, and 
have issuéd innumerable statements, 
all proclaiming the necessity for the 
establishment of a Federal motion 
picture commission or a Federal law 
for the detailed control of the screen. 
Some advocate censorship by the 
Government, under: various guises 
and thinly delusive names. Others 
want: a special sort of Interstate 
Commerce Commission of the films, 

Qualified by Inexperience. 

Practically all of the new ‘ideas 
about how to run the motion picture 
business come from persons who 
never ran any part of it. They nat- 
urally are much less handicapped 
by facts than those of experience and 
interior observation. 

It is the side that is getting licked 
that always, wants to call the po 
lice. ' The fuss about “block book- 
ings” and controlled “‘first runs” and 
the like is merely the public eruption 
of a very internal controversy

America, apparently, must suffer 
by his absence. Perhaps all young 
éommposers should fee] as he does, 
since if they amount to anything 
they must believe stpremely in 
themselves and their mission to pro- 
duce that which does not yet exist 
and which the academic might de 
fine as illogical. A little craziness is 
perhaps useful as well as character- 
istic .of most men of talent. But is it 
not evident that composers have 
such opportunities and assistance to- 
day as they have rarely, if ever, had 
before in the history of their art? 
They find publishers, as a rule, be- 
fore they can write music of a sig- 
nificance to warrant publication. 
Scores of a quality that would have 
been passed over in silence fifty 
years ago are performed and dis- 
eussed seriously in the periodicals 
and newspapers. Whole festivals are 
devoted to the exposition of new 
music. It-is difficult to believe that 
a single one of the new works pro- 
duced during the present festival 
will ever make a profit for the man 
who. publishes it or bring lasting re- 
nown: toe its author. 
everything performed bore after its 
title on the program the name of 
® music-publishing house which en- 
abled the composer in question to 
get on paper. Publishing houses in- 
terest themselves in composers in 
Europe as piano houses interest 
themsehes in pianisite in America. 
They invest in composers, the ex- 
planation of their interest being, no 
doubt, propaganda and a certain 
form of speculation—the possibility 
existing that some work which looks 
incomprehensible on paper may be 
the one to intrigue the public fancy 
for a season or more, and that out of 
the large flock of lame geese a svan 
miay materialize. Nor should the pub- 
lishers be credited with nothing but 
practical aims; most of them gen-

fire. There was matter for faddists, 
propagandists and sophisticates, but 
how sterile, on the whole, the ex- 
hibition, how narrow the appraise- 
ment of composers by each other, 
and above all, how conventional, 
stereotyped and repititious the efforts 
at modernism! It is not as against 
something new, but as those greatly 
craving something fresh, novel, ar- 
resting in its accent that certain in- 
dividuals listened to this festival. We 
have already mentioned one work of 
a value indubitably greater than any- 
thing that was heard, which was re- 
jected by the jury. Was it with an 
inner fear of comparison, or sheer 
short-sightedness of an inner circle, 
that vital music was almost forbid- 
den the floor? We have often com- 
mended the enterprise and the use- 
fulness of modern musical societies, 
but a festival of the proportions and 
the resources of the one concluded 
today should discover at least one or 
two works of positive rather than 
purely comparative merit. Nothing 
that has materialized this year is 
nearly as good or concrete as. the 
witty “‘Pacific 231” of Honegger, or 
the E flat minor symphony of Ar- 
nold Bax, performed at the Interna- 
tional Festival of 1924, while much 
was obviously and entirely worthless. 


Lack of Creative Inspiration. 


It is interesting to examine into 
the causes and reasons of this worth- 
lessness and the singularly isolated 
and artificial point of view from 
which many of the composers and 
their adherents viewed the programs. 
For there is an intolerance of what 
is fine and distinctive which results 
from a lack of experience of a new 
tonal medium or sheer insensibility 
on the part of the listener, and there 
ig an ignorance and intolerance stil! 
more dangerous—that which arises 
from creative exhaustion and over- 
sophistication. It is high time for 
composers, and especially. American 
composers, to realize the danger of 
this latter type of cultivated provin- 
cialism, from which European cul- 
ture and particularly European music 
suffer, especially since the war. It 
can be emulated by any one, particu- 
larly by young musicians on our side 
of the water. Here technical elabora- 
tions, experiments, refinements of 
refinements go on, and it is hopeless 
to do anything but wait for a great 
composer to stop them. Litefary 
warfare is waged by the critics, and 
a pseudo-conflict of an esthetic com- 
plexion, goes on volubly among those 





who would like to consider them- 
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selves leaders or revolutionaries in 
an art. What does it all amount to? 

The explanations of certain com- 
positions, printed in ‘‘Melos’” and 
widely distributed at the festival, 
offer a case in point. ‘These explana- 
tions were for the greater part in 
no way movel or astonishing and 
were devoted principally to analysis 
of pin-points. Was scorn shown for 
these things in the music? Not at 
all. But when there was danger of 
something of a virile and fresh qual- 
ity taking the stage, the tendency 
seemed to be to run to cover. If 
these festivals of new music can 
find. their way to the fresh air and 
plain speaking on all sides they may 
produce music of importance; but 
they seem to fall into the very ruts 
that they affect to avoid and despise, 
in opinion and practice. . 


Mosslow and Janacek. 


The first chamber music concert 
opened with a quartet by Alexander 
Mossolow, one of the younger Rus- 
sian composers, born in Kiev in 1900, 
which had good workmanship, a feel- 
ing not too desperately Russian, and 
warm color. Mossolow composed 
copiously in conventional strains un- 
til he became a pupil of Gliere, who 
is perhaps responsible for the ele 


ment of folk-melody which exists in 
parts of this quartet; but this folk- 


melody is not merely quoted, or de- 
veloped in the conventional manner. 
It is alembicated and considerably 
individualized by a young composer 
who already shows capacity to say 
something. 

Leos Janacek, composer of the op- 
era “‘Jenufa,’’ which did not succeed 
when produced at the Metropolitan 
two seasons ago, was represented by 
a new concertino for piano, two vio- 
lins, viola, clarinet, horn and bas- 
soon. Janacek, now 73 years old, is 
for the writer miore interesting in in- 
strumental than operatic forms—an 
estimate which practical acquaint- 
ance with more than two of his 
works might prove to be wrong. At 
any rate, the concertino played here 
has a charming and sylvan quality 
in spots, but a certain conventional- 
ity in many pages. The convention- 
alities of Janacek, however, do not 
impress as being imitative, but rath- 
er as being the unconscious, naive, 
and unintentional animadversions of 
a& composer whose development was 
late, and whose chances of hearing 
himself were still later. The aston-

Both these pieces benefited greatly 
by their admirable performances, 
and it may be said that Mr. Bartok, 
if he is a composer-pianist, also has 
at command a virtuoso temperament 
and more than sufficient technical 
equipment to carry his composition 
over the footlights.

Certainly it had 
heard nothing like it, and it could 
hardly have been expected to meet 
Gilbert’s ‘“‘bricks,’’ as the English 
would call them, and his musical 
and orchestral solecisms with either 
particular approval or comprehen- 
sion. ‘“‘The Dance in Place Congo’’ 
is now somewhat of the past in its 
harmonic treatment and.is admit- 
tedly inexpert in. its orchestral 
handling. Placed in the perspective 
of this particular festival; its crudi- 
ties showed more clearly than ever, 
and there was realization of how 
much water had flowed under the 
bridge since this work was conceived 
some twenty years ago in America 
and revised for the Metropolitan 
production of 1918. On the other 
hand, just as the defects of the mu- 
sic were thrown into high relief, so 
were its virtues, and at the risk of 
being charged with acute American- 
itis this writer feels called upon to 
observe that for sheer vitality, fear- 
lessness, sincerity and romantic emo- 
tion it was the most genuine and 
for its period revolutionary music 
that the festival afforded.

Jules Sauerwein’s Recent Expressions on the Austro- 
German Anschluss Are Held to Be 
Unduly Alarming 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is fortunate that Tue Times edi- 
torial in the issue of July 12, should 
have appeared so soon after the pub- 
lication of Jules Sauerwein’s Paris 
dispatch in the issue of the 1iith 
on the Austro-German anschluss. 
Naturally, the editor of Le Matin, 
writing as a Frenchman of French- 
men, takes alarm at anything which 
treads within a mile of the toes of 
the Little Entente, but to raise a 
‘spectre of war over the possible 
union of Austria with Germany 
seems absurd when the cure of the 
situation in the former country, 
which he describes with much fair- 
ness, is, as THe Times points out, 
obvious and easy. 


M. Sauerwein’s dispatch, like oth- 
ers that have appeared of recent 
days, is significantly reminiscent of 
those from Vienna and Paris in 1920 
and 1922, and up to the time when 
Mer. Seipel, then as now Austrian 
Chancellor, made his famous tour 
of the Chancelleries from Italy to 
Berlin, saying in so many words 
‘help us, or we join Germany or 
perish in disruption,’’ an errand 
which so convinced Europe that the 
League of Nations loan and the sub- 
sequent Swiss credit resulted. 


As one who contributed to the 
newspaper history of those days, 
and whose mission and residence in 
Austria and the adjacent countries 
gave unusual privileges of informa- 
tion and observation, M. Sauerwein’s 
statements of present conditions and 
the revival of the movement for 
union with Germany are of interest. 


Deeper Consideration Needed. | ” 


No fault is found with_his asser- 
tions of fact and his deductions. 
Only he does not go deep enough. 
He is concerned solely with the po- 
litical aspects of the Austrian prob- 
lem and his motive is disclosed in 
his admission that a German-Aus- 
trian union would leave Czechoslo- 
vakia ‘‘completely locked in and no 
longer able to live.”” Czechoslovakia 
is the keystone of the Little Entente, 
and that, in turn, no matter how 
skillfully it may be disguised, is a 
military creation thrust across Cen- 
tral and Eastern Europe and an- 
swers to the inspiration of Paris. 
That France felt its creation a ne- 
cessity of the times is accepted. She 
found herself in a military and eco- 
nomic position that demanded some 
such measure. But times have 
changed and are changing in Eu- 
rope, as elsewhere, and in respect 
to the Austrian problem, for it still 


is a problem, it would seem that 


some larger measure of. tolerance 
and good-will in the policy of her 
neighbors would be cheaper and 
more helpful than talk of bayonets.

That Austrian statesmen have 
striven creditably to justify the 
League loan is shown by a review 
of the report of the National Bank 
of Austria recently made public in 
this country by the Federal Reserve 
Board.

FEAR OF EXECUTION 
A CRIME DETERRENT 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A recent news item carried in your 
columns to the effect that the State 
of Illinois is about to adopt electricity 
as a means of execution constrains 
me to give voice to something that 
I have had in my heart for a long 
time. 

I don’t care to indulge in any arg- 
ument, pro or con, regarding capital 
punishment. And, granted that there 
is to be such a procedure, possibly it 
doesn’t make much difference what 
means is employed, whether a cruel 
one or a more “‘Shumane’’ one. 

I believe the public has suffered 
under an illusion ever since gen- 
éral adoption of electrocution!*It ‘aj- 
pears common to believe that it is 
the most benign of the various 
methods employed for that purpose. 

Having made a careful study of 
electricity and its effects in the hu- 
man tissues, being a specialist in the 


‘use of that form of energy therapeu- 


tically; and having witnessed several 
éxecutions performed by its use, I 
have been persuaded that, far from 
being benign or ‘“‘humane,”’ it is fully 
as cruel as any other method com- 
monly employed with the possible ex- 
ception of the guillotine. 

It has been suggested that the 
fmeans.é¢mployed in-each case of exe- 
cution be precisely the same as the 
individual used to do away with his 
own \victim—as an‘ added . deterrent 
to crime. This, of course, is out of 
keeping with the trend of the times. 
Ido believe that it would be a val- 


uable deterrent to crime if it were 


generally known that ‘‘the chair’ is 
not the tea party it is cracked up 
to be. And whether we are to con- 
tinue it or not, let us at least have 
a fair understanding of the entire 
subject, rather than continue to de- 
lude ourselves. 

And if what we are seeking is the 
most benign method, why not then 


ladopt any method convenient, and 


precede it with a complete ether or 
chloroform or other anesthesia? Or 
simply use the anesthesia, or some 
other method of applying lethal gas, 
as the ultimate. Lethal gas was used 
twice, and the public objected. I am 
‘convinced it was because of ignor- 
ance rather than an understanding 
of the method and its effects.

NEW YORK SUNRISE 
REVERSES SKYLINE 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Recently I listened-in to a talk by 
Will Irwin on Manhattan. He 
strengthened the impression I hold, 
among probably millions of others, of 
the majesty of New York City and 
its place in the sun. His reference 
to that wonderful structure, the new 
Telephone Building, reminds me of a 
remarkable sight I had the privilege 
of witnessing some time ago. 

I was journeying, as was my wont 
at that time, to New York City. It 
was in the early morning, and the 
mist that often precedes a hot day 
hung around the skyline of the Wool- 
worth Tower. The Telephone Build- 
ing was then angling toward the sky, 
and those valiant men who make the 
framework of large blocks at so 
much per were busy with their ham- 
mers. Approaching Cortlandt Street, 
by way of the ferry, from Bloom- 
field, N. J., via the Lackawanna, and 
within 100 yards of the slip, I looked 
toward that magnificent example of 
New York’s energy, the Woolworth

the horizon, and in its shadow-mo- 
ment struck the tower at its base.

INSTALMENT SELLING SEEN 
AS UNHEALTHY COMMERCE 





View Is Taken That Banks Should Discountenance 
This Form of Business to Encourage 
Thrift Among People 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The endorsement of instalment 
selling by Mr. Meridith of the Bank 
of America before the American In- 
stitute of Banking, shows, in my 
opinion, that he takes an extremely 
narrow and short-sighted view of 
this important matter. 

Far from approving instalment 
selling, the real interest of every 
bank (except a few very large ones 
to which ordinary business men and 
their affairs are non-existent) should 
solidify bank officials in opposition 
to this method. Bankers would op- 
pose it if their vision went beyond 
the weekly statement of clearances. 
If the aggregate continues as large, 
they do not apparently care what 
the constituent items are. But an ex: 
amination would show a very un 
healthy industrial and commercia. 
condition due about equally to in- 
stalment selling and chain-store or- 
ganizations. 

It should not require great acumen 
to see that it were better for a bank 
to have 500 customers deposit daily 
$1,000 each than to have two or 
three make deposits of $100,000 
each, while the remaining 497 drib- 
bled in with two or three hundred. 

In the latter case the two or three 
big houses would soon be able to do 
without bank accommodation, while 
the small ones. would speedily be- 
come financially unworthy of any. 

Such a condition will inevitably be 
the result of instalment selling, for 
this reason: The minimum selling 
price for an article which permits 





of instalment selling is $25, though 


I might reasonably put the figure 
much higher. For one such article 


there are many hundreds of articles; 


of which the selling price runs from 
a few cents to $25. 

To every manufacturer, jobber 
and retailer of these hundreds of 
small and medium-priced articles, in- 
stalment selling is not simply a 
detriment, but a curse; for it has by 
unfair methods diverted the purchas- 
ing power of the people to the few 
instalment-sold articles. The manu- 
facturers and distributers of these 
few articles are doing a phenomenal 
business (thus boosting the bank 
clearances), but the former class 
which constitutes, I venture to say, 
much more than half of the manu- 
facturers and nine-tenths of the job- 
bers and retailers are in a ‘‘parious 
position.”” Hence, the consolidations 
and retirement of solvent concerns, 
and the speedy and ultimate bank- 
ruptcy of the balance. 

But the day of reckoning is com- 
ing. Mr. Meridith reluctantly admits 
that already many of the finance 
companies have found their instal- 
ment contracts worthless. More and 
more of them will do so until the 
whole instalment fiasco will collapse 
of its own economic and moral rot- 
tenness, for it is a rotten procedure 
to inveigle men and women into fi- 
nancial slavery to instalment sharks. 

Meanwhile, practically the whole 
industrial and commercial edifice 
groans and travails in what, to. me, 
looks like speedy dissolution.

ZONING IN NEW JERSEY 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of July 1, E.:A. Mer- 
rill describes New Jersey’s proposed 
zoning amendment as “an unneces- 
sary and undesirable constitutional 
goad."” He bases this*opinion on ap 
analysis of the decisions of the New 
Jersey courts, from which he con- 
cludes that ‘‘in not a single opinion 
will there be found any criticism of, 
or evidence of hostility toward, zon- 
ing within the legitimate bounds of 
the police power.”’ 


But is it entirely beyond the power 
of the people of New Jersey to help 
the courts in determining what are 


power? Mr. Merrill believes that reg- 
ulations even tending ‘‘to promote 
the public health, safety and general 
welfare”’ will be sustained in New 
Jersey. The facts are, however, that 
in repeated decisions the courts of 
the State have refused to uphold reg- 
ulations which would have been sus- 
tained by the courts of almost every 
other State having a zoning enabling 
act and by the highest court in the 
land. 


In three decisions handed down this 
year, the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States has sustained State courts 
(tLose of Minnesota, California and 
Virginia, respectively), in excluding 
an apartment house from a single- 





family district, in excluding a busi- 


ness building from a residence dis- 
trict, and in upholding the constitu- 
tionality of the building-line setback 
principle. The decision in this last- 
mentioned case emphasized the new 
conditions “‘which have risen in re- 
cent times as a result of the great 
increase and concentration of popu- 
lation in urban communities and the 
vast changes in the extent and com- 
plexity of the problems of modern 
city life,’’ and expressed this very 
significant opinion: 


State Legislatures and City Councils, 
who deal with the situation from a prac- 
tical standpoint, are better qualified than 
the courts to determine the necessity, 
character and degree of regulation which 
these new and perplexing conditions re- 
uire, and their conclusions should not be 

isturbed by the courts unless clearly arbi- 
trary and unreasunable, 


To determine whether the enforce- 
ment of certain regulations would or 
would not tend to promote the pub- 
lic health, safety and general wel- 
fare, is thus shown to be a matter 
not of exact law or of mathematical 
computation, but of individual and 
community opinion. Our New Jersey 
Judges have apparently been holding 
different opinions on zoning from 
the preponderance of judicial opinion 
in other States, and in the highest 
court of the land. But must we re- 
gard the minds of our Judges as 
closed for all time?

ADVICE TO 


CANOEISTS 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Hardly a week-end goes by, or a 
holiday, without the morning papers 


ful story of some poor youngsters 
drowning from canoes. In nearly 
every case when one reads the ac- 
count of a drowning, it is apparent 
that the occupants of the canoe have 
been drowned while trying to swim 
ashore from the overturned craft. 

There is one fundamental principle 
which seems to be neglected in these 
canoe incidents. The people that 
have the accidents always seem to 
forget that the canoe is. lighter than 
water, and will float until broken 
up by contact with the shore. 

If these boys and girls who use 
canoes could only remember the fact 
that the canoe will float them just 
as long as they want to hold on to 
it, many lives would be saved and 
the canoe story would be less tragic. 

The writer has spent some thirty 
years in handling canoes and in- 
structing in the handling of these 
fine little boats. A sixteen-foot canoe 
of the average model is safe enough 
for two people in quite rough water, 
but it is not large enough to carry 
three unless the occupants are ex- 
pert canoemen and good swimmers. 
A guides’ model canoe, from seven- 





teen to nineteen feet long, will carry 


from three to four people with 
safety, providing it is properly 
handled. No canoeists should sit up 
in the seats to paddle. They should 
always kneel on the bottom and 
only half sit on the seat or thwart 
directly behind them. 


If a canoe is tipped over by rough 
water or the wake of a passing boat, 
it is good practice for the occupants 
to turn it completely upside down 
and jettison its cargo, if any. This 
leaves considerable air under the 
bottom of the canoe, and the erst- 
while paddlers can float for an in- 
definite time by merely holding 
lightly to the gunwales. If there 
are three occupants one should be 
on each side of the canoe and one 
astern. If there are four people in 
tr. water, two on each side will 
make the canoe float straight, or 
there can be one on each side, one 
at the bow and one at the stern. 

It is important that canoeists who 
get upset do not exhaust themselves 
by struggling to climb on top of an 
overturned canoe, which is fatal, or 
by too strenuous attempts to right 
it or tow it. They should save their 
strength for swimming a little and 
holding on a lot

Schoolday Reminiscences. 


The country boy is a product of 
the great outdoors. He sees the 
forces of nature at work all around 
him, and his rambles in field and 
wood develop him into a keen ob- 
server. 


This advantage of field, wood and 
stream no city school can supply, 
and in this particular the country 
boy had advantages over the city 
boy, and in a measure compensates 
for the other advantages that the 
city boy possesses. 


In my childhood my school advan- 
tages were an old one-room log 
schoolhouse in the valley, where a 
man with whiskers directed the flow 
of ideas with a dogwood sprout. 

Let that pass, though in memory it 
forms a picture of rare and exquisite 
charm. 


The friendly hills encompassed my 
existence, and the deep woods of 
Tennessee were a joy to my heart. 

It was a joy on the Sunday after- 
noons of long ago to go up the 
“‘crick’’ and explore the big thicket 
through which it flowed. There the 
stillness was often broken by the 
chatter of the kingfisher, or the 
“‘skeet’”’ of a frog as he described a 
nine-foot curve from the mossy bank 
to the deep pool where he landed 
with an exciting splash. 

From thicket I often passed into 
the big woods to search for a crow 
or a hawk’s nest. 


The big stump, which age had ren- 
dered hollow, furnished a safe re 
treat for a buzzard’s nest, which was 
always an object of curiosity. 


Consider the Buzzard. 


The crow, the hawk and the. eagle 
build nests in trees. How different 
with the buzzard. The bird of easy 
flight that can cleave the air, cir- 
cling in graceful curves without so 
much effort as the flap of the wings, 
builds its nest in a hollow log or 
stump in a remote place in the 
woods. Although an old buzzard is 
black, its young ones are white. Wee 
fuzzy things that remind one of 
young ducks or goslings. 

I might add that in all my rambles 
in the woods, when a small boy, I 
never disturbed or harmed the young 
of anything in the nest. I left the 
crow, jaybird, buzzard and _ the 
thrush its mother’s keeping. 


One thing that impressed me was 
the fact that they always appeared 
hungry. Even before they had 
opened their eyes when a noise was 
made by the shaking of a branch or 
limb they would instinctively raise 
their heads and open wide their 
mouths for an expected bug or worm. 


Other Objects of Study. 
Sometimes I would turn 
from the study of birds, to make an 
examination of the humbler things 
of life, as I stooped beside a big log, 
up “doodle bugs’’ from the soft dry 
earth.

IN 13-MONTH YEAH 


To the Editor of The New. York Times: 

Your editorial, ‘‘A Thirteen-Month 
Year,” brings up the discussion of 
calendar reform. In addition to the 
arguments quoted, there is a possible 
one to be mentioned. 

There is .much. confusion now in 
connection with the seasons because 
they do not in any way correspond 
with our numeration of dates. Spring 
begins on March 21, as we count 
time, and has a great effect on farm- 
ing, manufacturing, selling, and all 
merchandising. The whole world 
feels it and acts accordingly: To some 
of us'it seems that the sun really 
furnishes us our calendar, for our 
year conforms with its apparent re- 
turn to the same place in the heavens 
when the earth completes its orbit. 
That is where we get the 365% days 
of the year. 

If the thirteen-month year were 
adopted, very little would be gained, 
because of confusion in learning the 
new arrangement and also the neces- 
Sary adjustments in the form of holi- 
days and leap-years. Thirteen is 
not divisible, except by itself and 
one, There wouldn’t even be the 
approximate reckoning of seasons 
which we now have. Quarterly re 
ports and calculations of earnings, 
interest, &c., would come out on the 
ist, 8th, 15th and 224 of different 
months. Twelve is an ideal figure 
for use in time calculations and it 
seems ‘best to many to retain it. 


Twelve equal months of thirty, 
days, with .a holiday. every other 
month to. balance out the period of 
the earth’s orbit, would be better 
than our present ill-assorted arrange 
ment. And it seems to me that if any, . 
changes are to be made, the year 
ought to begin when the sun crosses 
the Equator and gives us the first 
day of Spring.

Nominations for Excellence. 


Selection of quality workmen is 
made through the Committee of 
Award of the congress. Candidates 
are proposed by the architects, build- 
ers, superintendents and subcontrac- 
tors on a specific job. The policy is 
to make only one award to a trade 
on each building. However, , no 
award in a trade is made unless 
superigr quality of work merits the 
honor. No man receives two awards, 
but should a “certificate’’ man be 
named on a second building he re- 
ceives special] mention. Wach com- 
mittee of award has as its Chairman 
a member of the Permanent Commit- 
tee on Recognition of Craftsmanship. 
The other members are representa- 
tives of the owner, architect, builder 
and organized labor engaged on a 
given building. Between twelve and 
sixteen workmen receive recognition 
at each award. These men auto- 
matically become. members of the 
New York Building Congress. 

The ceremony takes place on a 
platform specially built for the occa- 
sion in the new building. ‘The plat- 
form is decorated with flags and 
bunting, and short talks are made by 
builder, architect and owner, after 
which the President of the New York 
Building Congress presents the men 
with their gold buttons and accom- 
panying certificates. When the build- 
ing is completed a bronze tablet is 
installed on which appear the names 
of the mechanics thus honored.

Prizes for Apprentices. 


The New York Building Congress 
holds a monthly luncheon, to which 
all its members are invited. At the 
May meeting Dr. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick spoke on “The Spirit of 
Craftsmanship,” and each month a 
well-known speaker is asked to give 
the principal address. Among the 
standing committees of the congress 
is one on apprenticeship. Conditions 
of apprenticeship in the various 
trades of the building industry are 
being studied by this committee in 
an effort to devise methods of im- 
provement. It has been the purpose 
of this committee since its formation 
to act in an advisory capacity to 
agencies formed for the systematic 
training of apprentices. 

Special classes for apprentices un- 
der the auspices of the congress are 
conducted in various city schools. At 
the close of each term prizes are pre- 
sented to honor apprentices. Accord- 
ing to labor leaders, builders and 
other members of the building in- 
dustry the support of this apprentice- 
ship program is of deep interest to

@ same family as Harald himself— 
was a--coastwise vessel, while. the 
Gokstad was a real seagoing ship, 
presumably among the largest built 
in the’ninth century: One could not 
go very far out to sea with the Ose- 
berg ship. But in a ship like that 
from "Gokstad one might have sailed 
to Iceland, Greenland, and North 
America. : 

Lincoln Park, Chicago, has a model 
of the Gokstad ship, and in the year 
1893 this vessel was sailed by thir- 
teen Norwegian sailors from Bergen 
to Chicago in celebration of the 400th 
anniversary of Columbus’s discovery 
of America. The experiences of this 
voyage afforded much valuable 
knowledge about the sailing of the 
ancients. With favorable winds the 
ship proved to be an excellent craft 
and even in the heaviest swell she 
made weather. 

Norse knowledge of - navigation 
within-the scope of their technical 
skill was. just as highly developed as 
ours. Their elaborate skill in navi- 
gation was based upon the experi- 
ence and training of generations that 
knew about the stars and the sun, 
the prevailing winds and the seas, 
the air currents—and landfalis—in 

sort, a large summary of knowledge 

at has been passing away with the 
coming of the technical apparatus 
of modern times, which have made 
the sailor a skiliful mechanical 
worker.: 

Greenland was the natural base for 
the finding of Wineland, the name 
given by the Norsemen to the shore 
of North America. It is related that 
a man named Guimbjorn in 940 was 
on & voyage ‘to Iceland in stormy 
weather when he was driven out of 
his course, and s&w land which no 
body had seen before. It was called 
Guimbjorn Skerries, and it. must 
have’ beén the eastern shore of 
Greenland.

He sails from Iceland and is met 
by a strong northerly gale. He 
struggles against it for some time 
and, delaying too long the moment 
for heaving to, is forced to run be- 
fore the wind. He is driven to the 
Newfoundland Banks, where he 
runs into fog. 

Lowering sail, he drifts for some 
time. 

The first land he has sighted is 
somewhere on the Barnstable Penin- 
Sula in the neighborhood of Cape 
Cod. Now Bijarni is entirely taken 
up with the idea of getting to Green- 
land, From the altitude of the Pole 
Star.or the midday stin and the dif- 
ference in the length of the day he 
is quite sure that he is too far south. 
Sailing, therefore, on a course slight- 
ly to the northeast, he sights in two 
days another land, the southwestern 
projection of Nova Scotia. This is 
not the least like Greenland, and he 
sails away again on the same course, 
whereafter he sights some part of 
the south coast of the Avalon Penin- 
sula of Newfoundland, and at last 
he reaches Greenland. 

When Bjarni came to Norway he 
told the story of his voyage in which 
he sighted strange lands, but people 
thought him lacking in natural curi- 
osity, since he had nothing to report 
about those countries. But there was 
much talk of exploration. Leiv Eriks- 
son, the son of the famous Erik the 
Red, went to Bjarni Herjulosson 
and bought a ship from him and en- 
Paged a crew of thirty-five men. He 
went on board with his companions 
in Greenland. 


Leiv .Eriksson Sails. 


In the narrative about the expedi- 
tion of Leiv Eriksson we realize that 
it had been planned as a task of ex- 
ploring .the countries which his 
friend Bijarni had seen. At first 
they found the country which Bjar- 
ni had seen last. They sailed up to 
the land, and, having dropped anchor 
and lowered a boat, they went ashore 
and made several notes about the 
land. Then Leiv said: ‘“‘We have 
not failed to land, like Bjarni. Now 
Iwill give this country a name and 
call it Helluland.’’ It was a land of 
stones, @8pecially flat: stones. 

Thereupon they sailed away and 
discovered the second land. It was 
a low- and wooded land, and 
wherever they went there were wide 
stretches of white sand, and the 
Slope from the sea was not abrupt. 


-| This he named Markland; that is, 


woodland. 


days saw new land. Here they en- 
tered a sound between a cape and 
an island and went ashore; . they 
| stayed here days to make further in- 





tification tnvolves a good deal of 
conjecture. 

After the expedition of Leiv Eriks- 
son in the year 1002, we know cf two 


more voyages of loration from 
Greenland to Wineland, both of them 


with the intention of colonizing the 
new land. The first was undertaken 
by Torvald, the brother of Leiv 
Eriksson, and he stayed in North 
America for three years, between 
1004 and 1007. 

Lastly, Torfiun Karisevne went 
out, also for three years, about the 
year 1020. He evidently went as far 
south as Long Island Sound, which 
he called Straumsfjord. The most 
important result of his expedition 
was the meeting with the aborigines, 
the Skralings, probably a. people of 
an Indian tribe. The unhappy fate 
of his expedition may have been the 
main cause of the abandonment of 
the task of colonization, It had 
proved a*failure.’ The snows of Ice- 
land and Greenland were thencefor- 
ward preferred.to.the chance of col- 
lisioh with the Wineland Skralings, 
and no further attempt at a perma- 
nent settlement seems ever to have 
been made. 

Nevertheless, the discovered lands 
must have been of some importance 
to the Greenlanders. In the year 
1347, that is more than 300 years 
afterward, we are told in the An- 
nals that there arrived in Iceland 
from Greenland a ship which 
struck the Icelanders as being of 
exceptionally small size. She car- 
ried a crew of eighteen men who 
had been to Markland, but on the 
way back to Greenland had been 
driven by stress of weather to Ice- 
land. Prebebly no unique enterprise 
is here chronicled. It was but an 
accident that occasioned the visit of 
this ship to Iceland, which preserved 
this voyage from oblivion. But it 
is logical to suppose that this ship 
had been to Markland for timber for 
the Greenlanders. 


Columbus and Norsemen. 


Finally, there is a questicn which 
I shall only touch upon here. It is 
very probable that the explorers of 
Southern Europe in the fifteenth 
century tried to get information 
about ocean navigation and bearings 
from the Norwegian sailors of the 
Arctic. News of Greenland and the 
shores west of it would travel from 
one to another. We know that 
Columbus, Jean Cabot and others 
of the famous explorers really did 
stay for some time at Bristol, Eng- 
land, which was at that time the 
most important seaport town for

old Michigan, rechristened 
Wolverine, the first.iron . boat 
ever launched on.the Great Lakes 


and an old-time war dog .of .the 
United States Navy, has just escaped 
being junked. In the harbor of the 
City of Erie she now faces a useful 
future, and is destined, it is hoped, 
to become part of a marine museum 
in - company. with. Commodore 
Perry’s Niagara, veteran of the 
Battle of Lake Erie, which is also 
anchored there. The Wolverine, 
which in recent years has been used 
as a training ship for the Pennsyl- 
vania militia, is to serve temporarily 
as a clubhouse for the Marine Corps, 
which has guaranteed to keep it in 
repair. 

The Michigan’s first appearance in 
18438 was heralded with skepticism. 
Her iron plates had been wrought by 
hand in Pittsburgh and hauled over- 
land to Erie, where they were rivet- 
ed together; but the people of the 
neighborhood had never heard of an 
iron vessel and thought the project 
ridiculous. Having gathered expect- 
ing to see the vessel sink, they saw 
her take the water with amazement. 
They and their descendants later 
grew familiar with the craft on the 
Lakes, from which she has never 
departed. 

A Long Career. 

Among her early adventures were 
one or two incidents connected with 
the turbulent career of James J. 
Strang, claimant to the mantle of 
Joseph Smith, father of the Mor- 
mons. When Mormonism rejected 
him and his revelations, bronze tab- 
lets, said to have been dug up from a 
Wisconsin hill, Strang betook himself 
with his followers to Beaver Island, 
in Lake Michigan, and set himself 
up as “King of Zion.” But his ene- 
mies proved too much for him, and 
in 1851 the Michigan called at 
Beaver Island to take the prophet 
to his trial for treason. Five years 
after his acquittal, trouble on Beaver 
Island again brought the iron side- 
wheeler there. On his way to lunch 
with her officers Strang was mur- 
dered by two disloyal followers. 

During the Civil War the Michigan 
was the only armed American vessel 
on the Great Lakes. At one time 
notice was given to Great Britain 
that conditions might require an in- 
crease of naval forces here and the 
construction of six revenue cutters 
for lake service was authorized. But 
about this time the war was drawing 
to a close and, since England and 
Canada were well disposed, the

Centre of Civil War Plots—Ship Was 
Launched in 1843 


Michigan was not “reinforced. She 
was the centre of the guerilla war- 
fare conducted by certain . Confed- 
erates from a base in. Canada. 
Jacob Thompson, having received 
credentials from Jefferson Davis ‘‘to 
carry out such instructions as you 
have received from me verbally in 
such manner as shall seem most 
likely to conduce to the furtherance 
of the interests of the Confederate 
States of America,” together with 
two others so commissioned, planned 
to seize the Michigan and with the 
aid of her battery of fourteen guns 
to effect the release of the Confed- 
erate prisoners at Johnson’s Island 
in Sandusky Bay. 
Civil War Plots. 

Thompson’s agent, Captain Charles 
H. Cole, thought to buy off the of- 
ficers of the Michigan. Having con- 
vinced himself that this was impossi- 
ble he decided on seizure by force. 
After freeing the prisoners he pro- 
posed to proceed to Cleveland and 
march. south through .Ohio to Vir- 
ginia, by way of Wheeling. The plot 
was discovered and Cole arrested. 
Some of his associates, led by John 
Y. Beall, not having heard of this 
miscarriage of their plans, took 
passage on the merchant steamer 
Philo Parsons, plying between De- 
troit and Sandusky, and during the 
trip took possession of the vessel. 

They put in at one point for fuel 
and, having landed the passengers, 
seized and scuttled the Island Queen. 
They then proceeded toward San- 
dusky Bay, their intention being to 
attack the Michigan. The project 
was given up as a foolhardy attempt, 
and the party disbanded in Canada. 
Beall afterward was captured and 
hanged for ‘‘an act not warranted by 
the laws of civilized warfare.’’ The 
Michigan was not further endangered 
during the war. 

When Rear Admiral Roe took 
command of her in 1864, he found 
the bark-rigged steamer with her 
topsails, top gallant sails and courses 


altogether out of date. She never- 
theless continued in service for 
more than half a centu and when

No one ~@enies the po Ten LER 
venience that a prolonged trial may 
inflict .on, :&,.man whose~ business 
needs him, and it.would be surpris- 
ing if the: verdict of jaries, did not 
occasionally .refiect jurors’ impa- 
tience. Perhaps the crowning exam- 
ple of this- impatience occurred in a 
Manhattan bank robbery case some 
years ago. The guilt of the prisoner 
had been established, beyond feason- 
able dispute, and when the jury re- 
tired it was considered. a_foregone 
conclusion ‘whet, the. verdict would 
be. But one juryman held out for 
a verdict of ‘‘not guilty.” 

All night long his eleven colleagues 
tried to bring him*® to ‘their way of 
thinking. By noon the following day 
—which happened to be a Satur- 
day—the position ofthe jury was‘ still 
11 to 1, and there seemed to be no 
_ prospect” of any ~ immediate change. 

Judge thereupon announced that 
would go out and not return until 
Zin’ ‘the afternoon. 

‘The jurymen ‘misunderstood his 
mhessage and thought that the Court 
would not sit until the following 
Monday, in which case they would 
be locked up over Sunday. They 
thereupon sent a message to the 
Judge begging him to allow them 
five -minutes. more, at the end of 
which time they would deliver their 
verdict. The: Judge agreed, and at 
the end. of. five minutes the twelve 
men filed back to their places in the 
jury box and calmly delivered a ver- 
dict of *tnot -guilty’’—receiving a 
blistering reward from the Judge. 


Short Cuts and Makeshifts. 


The levity, of jurors ‘has long been 
a subject of severe criticism. It is 
said that a favorite method of jury- 
men in fixing the amount of dam- 
ages and awards is for each man to 
write down his own sum. These 
gums are then added up and divided 
by twelve and the result is given as 
the verdict arrived at by the ‘‘twelve 
good-men and true.” 

‘On at least one occasion the 
method employed was. still shorter. 
The case was-one-in.which a_ girl 
sued.a company for an injury result- 
ing from _a fall. When the jury re- 
tired to consider its verdict the fore- 

man, evidently intent on performing 
his tite duthas in a conscientious manner, 
said to his colleagues: 

“Now, gentlemen, before we con- 
sider the evidence, there are some 
important questions of law for us 
to decide.” 

“To hel) with with the law!’’ shouted a 
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when he suddenly came around to 
their way of thinking. It turned out 
that he had been under the impres- 
sion that he would receive an extra

until after midnight: He received 
two black eyes anda bruised body. 


Stupidity Also Charged. 

But if levity of conduct in arriving 
at a vérdict is a favorite charge 
advanced by opponents of the jury 
system, charges..of stupidity and | 
muddile-headedness run a close ‘sec- 
ond. It must, indeed, be difficult 
for men of little intelligence to have 
to formulate an opinion in which, 
frequently, a difficult point of law 
is involved. They can hardly be ex- 
pected to give an opinion of any 
value. A. Judge .of the Muricipdl 
Court of New York defended juries 
with~-these : somewhat ‘paradoxical 
words: -“*‘Their judgment is -the 


judgment of mediocrity; and medioc- |- 


rity is what is wanted.’’ 

It is this mediocrity that led one 
jury to deliver such a verdict as 
‘Pretty nearly guilty,’’ and another 
to explain its verdict with the words: 
‘We didn’t believe the witriesses on 
either side, so we made up our minds 


dana | -o Gisregard all the evidence and de- 


cide the case on fts merits.’’ 

It is. singular to note that while 
modern jurors are selected without 
any reference whatever to their’ pro- 
fessional fitness to give a verdict on 
special. cases, medieval jurors were 
frequently selected on the basis that 
their own calling rendered them par- 
ticularly fit to deal with certain 
suits. In 1351 a jury composed solely 
of cooks and fishmongers was im- 
paneled to decide a case in which 
the sale of bad food ‘was involved. 
Not long after that a jury of attor- 
neys was called upon to decide a 
case that hinged on a purely techni- 
cal point of law. Juries of matrons, 
charged’to deal with*certain women 
prisoners, have been employed since 
early days. 


Women in the Jury Box. 


Today, women jurors sit in Eng- 
land and in many. States in this 
country. It has long been a source 
of wonder to men why women should 
desire to shoulder a responsibility re- 
garded by most men as a nuisance. 
The arguments of women in demand- 
ing the right to sit on juries have 
usually ‘been that they are citizens 
and should be allowed to perform all 
the duties of citizens. Further, they 
argue, women prisoners are more 
likely to receive a square deal from

frequently opposed women jurors, 
and several judges have of late ex- 
pressed their.distaste for trying cer- 
tain cases in the presence of women. 
In the meantime, fainting fits and 
outbursts of tears in the jury box 
have become a f } in cases that 
rrow the mén jurors 
are not. ‘Proof a ¢/gentimnental or, 
émotional @ er, and it 
well known that lawyers make 
appeal to the feelings ‘of male jurors 
one of their chief weapons in fight- 
ing their cases. 

An American jury, it is said, is far- 
more swayed by. sentiment than is an 
English jury. It is often deplored 
that there is a larger proportion of 
acquittals in the United States than 
in England, and it has been said that 
whereas an American Judge fre- 
quently urges a jury to be severe in 
its verdict, an English Judge occa- 
sionally counsels the jury to exer- 
cise a degree of moderation. 

One point of interest in contrasting 
the” American jury system and that 
of England is the fact that in Eng; 
land aliens who have.lived ten years 
or longer in the country are required 
to serve as jurors: “Thus, while 4 
foreign resident in England may not 
vote in political elections, he may 
help to hang an Englishman. In the 
United States a foreigner must be- 
come: a citizen before he is eligible 
for service on a jury. . 


American and English. 


Another difference lies in the scale 
of pay. A commion juror in England 
receives a shilling a day—one-twelfth 
the pay of an American juryman. On 
the other.hand, a juror called upon 
to act in certain special cases, and 
whose education and general status 
are usually superior to those prevall- 
ing on common juries—receives £1 a 
day, sometimes more, 

Why are there twelve jurymen? A 
quairit answer to ‘this question was 
given in a ‘‘Guide to. English Juries,” 
published in 1682: 

*‘In analogy of late the jury is re- 
duced to the number of twelve, like 
as the prophets were twelve to fore- 
tell the truth; the apostles twelve to 
preach the truth; the discoverers 
twelve sent into Canaan to seek and 
report the truth; and the _ stones 
twelve that the Heavenly Hierusalem 
is built on.’’ 

The jury system is so ancient that 
historians have been unable to come 
to any agreemént concerning its true 
origin. Nor does it appear likely that 
the “twelvé good men and true’’ will 
s00n disappear. In England and 
Scotland arbitration is increasingly 
taking the place of jury trials, while 
signs and portents may also’ be seen 
in this country. But a complete dis- 
carding of the system is not yet in 
sight.

open to them? The Kimes boys 
drifted inte the conmfpany of older 
youths with similar notions in their 
weak heads. They were petty of- 
fenders for a year or more before 
the law reached out, convicted them 
of an unimportant theft at Holden- 
ville and sent them to the State 
prison at McAlester for two-year 
terms. George Kimes was then not 
yet 20 and Matthew just 18. They 
were released in April, 1926. 

The Kimes boys went to jail as 
amateurs, but inside the walls they 
picked up in a few months what 
might only have been acquired out-' 
side in the course of years. They 
came out schooled In crime and on 
intimate terms with older and more 
‘experienced men. One hardened of- 
fender in particular seems to have 
‘~played an important part in the fol- 
lowing scenes of the Kimes story— 
Ray Terrill, wanted in half a dozen 
Southwestern States for many crimes, 
includine murder. .Jt. is said that 
Terrill took the two Kimes boys 
under his wing and was their leader 
in their first striking foray. 

On Aug. 20, 1926, three young men 
sauntered into the Facets “"Na- 
tional Bank at Beggs and quietly 
told half a dozen customers and 
employe: to step into the vault. 
They did not threaten or curse, after 
the bandit tradition, but showed 
their acms and met with no re 
sistance. They locked the witnesses 
in the vault, took the valuable 
cash, about $5,000, and departed, No 
on2, so far as can be learned, ob- 
served their coming or going, 
though is supposed that they useed 
a motor car. Some of those whom 
they trapped in the ba k profess, 
however, to have recognized the 
Kimes brothers, for this was their 
home town. 

Double Bank Robbery. 

Five days later five meu in over 
alis walked into the American State 
Bank of Covington, Okla., approached 
Cashier Fdward Fitzgerald and said 
they had “‘come to take charge of 
the bank.” Mr. Fitzgerald, inspect- 
ing their guns, raised no objections. 
He and nearly twenty employes and 
depositors were driven into the 
vault and Fitzgerald was commanded 
to put the surplus into a sack. 

“We don't want no money belong- 
ing to widders and orphans, or any- 
thing that ain't insured,’* the bandits 
remarked to the cashier. Locking 
the vault, the vouths walked across 
the street to the Covington National 
Bank, staged the same kind of scene, 
and carried off, in addition to money, 
five revolvers belonging to the bank. 
The funds stolen amounted to a 
little more than $10,000 in all.

bandits might see it, he would send 
the necessary amount. With that 
he was off. He did not know then 
that Ch.culat- had died of his in- 
juries or that several counties were 
up in arms over the death of that 
popular officer—a full-blooded Indian 
of the Cherokees, 


For a number of days the Kimes 
boys, who had partec from the other 
members of the gang, eluded the 
officers of two States. But the latter 
got closer and closer and finally, 
just as dark came down one evening, 
they felt they were on top of their 
men. They had to quit at nightfall, 
but they surrounded the cottage of 
Ben Pixley, a relative of the Kimeses, 
near Rudy, A‘k. Here, at 3 o’clock 
the next mor-'ag, the bandits were 
discovered attempting to crawl to 
the house. In the fusillade that fol- 
lowcd both the young bandits were 
slightly wounded. 

The Kimes bovs were brought to 
trial at Sallisaw for the murder of 
Sheriff Chuculate. Both were found 
guilty and heavily sentenced: George 
received twenty-five years in prison 
and Matt thirty-five. The latter ap- 
pealed and a new trial was granted. 
He was again found guilty and this 
time sentenced to serve ninety-nine 
years. 


Rescued From Jail. 


Early the next morning things 
happened. Between 3 and 4 o'clock 
an automobile with six passengers 
halted near the Sallisaw county jail 
Two armed men got out and cap 
tured the night watchman, whom 
they compelled to approach the jail 
door and say to the turnkey that he 
had a prisoner. The guard opened 
th> door, was overpowered, wounded 
and stripped of his keys by the 
strangers, who then entered the jail 
and released Matt Kimies, refusing, 
however, to help any of the other 
fifteen inmates.

BRITAIN TO HAVE 
A NAVAL MUSEUM 





Warship Models, Paintings and Relics of Great 
Captains Are to Be Assembled at Green- 
wich—The Admiralty’s Contributions 


LONDON. 
RITAIN is at last to have a na- 
_tiond.museum, a fact whose 
,.itritial interest is likely to be 
rather Oblique, Nowhere else in the 
world does the tiavy. grip the coun- 
try’s imagination as in Britain... The 
history of the British Empire has 
been the history of the navy. Nelson 
has been all but canonized. The last 
three centuries have left behiAd them 
a variety of naval material not else- 
where available, but it Is scattered 
throughout the country in public, 

semi-public and private collections. 

Britain has discussed the plan for 
a naval museum ever since the Nel- 
son centenary in 1905. The difficulty 
has been to find suitable accommo- 
dation. It was not until last year: 
that news from an unexpected quar- 
ter conveyed the promise of a pos 
sible site. G. S. Read of New Zea- 
land presented his family ertate at 
Holbrook, in Suffolk, to the Green- 
wich Naval Hospital in token of his 
admiration for the navy’s services 
during the World War, and the Ad- 
miralty announced that the hospital 
school would be removed to Holbrook 
as soon as school buildings could be 
put up there. 

Here was the promise of the long- 
sought site for a national naval 
museum. Buildings at Holbrook will 
not be ready for four or five years, 
but when they are ready the hospital 
school will vacate at Greenwich one 
of the most historic sites in the coun- 
try. Admittedly, it fs not centrally 


lationship to Trafalgar Square as the 
Bay Ridge section of Brooklyn bears 
to Times Square in New York. But 
its historic importance needs no 


Greenwich was a Danish naval! base 
900 years ago. Sandwiched in be- 
tween Woolwich and Deptford dock- 
yards, it was once a kind of British 
Versailles. There Henry VIII and 
Elizabeth were born. There Edward 
VI bade farewell to the first expedi- 
tion to search for the Northeast Pas- 
sage, there Elizabeth welcomed 
home the Golden Hind and knighted 
Francis Drake, there Nelson’s body 
was landed in 1806 after Trafalgar. 


Zero of Longitude. 


Most Londoners nowadays think of 
it as a down-triver suburb, but sea- 
men the world over know it as zero 
of longitude. Its old prestige still lives 
in what the navy and the mercantile 
marine alike know as G. M. T. 
(Greenwich Mean Time), which is 
determined by the observatory amid 
the trees on the little hilltop of its 
old royal park. 

The Society for Nautical Research, 
organized in 1910 to find a solution 
to the museum problem, has chosen 
for the museum the Queen’s house at 
Greenwich, the nucleus and the gem 
of the extensive buildings which the 
hospital school is to vacate as soon 
as its new buildings at Holbrook are 
ready. Inigo Jones began it for 
Anne of Denmark, James I’s Queen, 
in 1618, but it was not completed 
until 1635, when Henrietta Marie,

are to be transferred. These include 
the Chatham chest, which dates back 
to the Spanish Armada; Drake’s as 
trolabe, Captain Cook’s compass and 
dipping needle, the collection of Sir 
John Franklin relics; the mode of 
the Battle of Trafalgar, which was 
once a first-class attraction in Lon- 
don, Sir Charles Napier’s uniform, 
the West collection of. Nelson relics 
and a large collection of Admiralty 
models of British battleships from 
1670 to 1870. 

The Admiralty’s second contribu- 
tion is to consist of the Nelson rel- 
ics and the naval paintings. These 
include the coat and waistcoat that 
Nelson wore at Trafalgar, the pigtail 
which was cut off after his death, his 
watch and séal, his swords, his 
medals and his silver plate. 


Two Centuries of Ship Models. 


The Admiralty’s third contribution 
is to be the collection of sheer drafts 
and profilés of ships built for the 
British Navy from about the year 
1650. It embodies exact and sciet- 
tific data of ships of all rates and 
dates, and it is to be maintained by 
the Admiralty as part of the historic 
section In the Department of Naval 
Intelligence.

N May 31, 1921, the adminis- 
tration of the naval oil re 
serveswas transferred, through 
an executive order, from the 
Navy Department to the Department 
of the Interior. 
-7On Aug. 1, 1927—Monday a week— 
‘the administration of the naval oil 
‘reserves will be tranferred, through 
“an executive order, from the Depart- 
ment of the Interior to the Navy De- 
-partment. 
‘Thus there will be completed the 
(great cycle of the oil drama—a drama 
to which the name ‘“Teapot Dome’’ 
became attached, in the course of 
swhich there was stirred up the most 
sensational Government scandal of a 
generation; in which there were in- 
“volved, as the principal characters, 
@ dozen nationally known men, and 
‘which, as it unrolled, led to a series 
of Cabinet changes, investigations 
and lawsuits whose end is not yet 
in sight. 


This drama, through which flows 

the dark stream of oil, presents it- 
self in three acts. The first is played 
against the background of the naval 
Weserves themselves, with a setting 
that moves from sun-scorched West- 
‘ern plains to counci] rooms in Wash- 
ington where plans for the defense 
of the nation. in case of war are 
worked out, 
“The second presents the scene at 
the Congressional investigations, 
where sensational disclosures point- 
ing to corruption in high places, the 
expenditure of large sums of money 
and the bartering of sovereign do- 
Main are unfolded. 


The third—an act which is still be- 
ing played intermittently on several 
stages—is a drama of the courtroom. 
Here, though the setting is austerely 
judicial, the dialogue sometimes car- 
Ties as much color and sting as that 
of any of the others. And occasion- 
ally, as new characters appear or old 
Ones are persuaded to give new tes- 
timony, fresh scenes are introduced 
which seem to belong more properly 
‘with the drama of the investigations. 
’ Finally there are minor dramas. 
In these ctirious tales are unfolded. 
Tt was said that a Cabinet officer 
was involved in the removal of bond- 
ed liquor, and that the same man 
permitted the pictures of a famous 
prizefight to be shown where the law 
forbade stich an exhibition. A troupe 
of minor characters, who overnight 
becatne famous, are introduced. One 
of these is the divorced wife of a man 
who committed suicide; another is a 
Wetective-investigator with a record 
in and out of Government service 
wilder than fiction. And another 
element, which is really only a stage 

property, is a little black bag. 


I. 
The Background. 


f the Administration of President 

Taft the naval oil reserves were 

created. The navy had adopted 
the policy of building oil-burning 
ships. The purpose of the reserves 
was to insure a supply of fuel for 
them in any emergency. For many 
years to come oil could be procured 
from the usual commercial sources, 
Meantime, the oil on the reserves 
would be left in natural storage 
tanks, underground. 

In 1909, then, certain areas of the 
public Gomain, which were proved 
6H larids, were withdrawn by Con- 
gress from public entry and placed 
in charge of the Secretary of the 
Navy, who was to administer them, 
with ‘the advice of the Director of the 
Geological Survey. Thus one of the 
No. ems, in President Wilson's 
A ‘Teapot "Dome, -or 
Naval Resérve'No. 8, was set aside. 
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of the Navy, followed the policy of 
conservation. closely, resisting all ef- 
forts to drili for oil. Congress had 
complete control of all changes of 
policy. In 1920, under the Genera: 
Leasing act, the Secretary of the In- 
terior, who administered public 
lands, wag given the power to grant 
leases on wells, actually producing 
within the reserves, and the Presi- 
dent was also given the power to 
lease old claims. ‘Then, later in the 
year, Congress specifically author- 
ized the Secretary of the Navy to 
lease the reserves themselves at his 
discretion, in the interest of the na- 
tion. 


The Real Drama Begins. 
Until Oct. 23, 1923; the drama of

went on interest became more gen- 
eral, and toward the end not. only 
the cast but the audience grew tre- 
mendously, 


The thread of the drama seemed 
confused at the time. But in retro- 
spect, when apparently unrelated 
bits of action are reviewed as a 
whole; with especial regard for se- 
quence, the whole achieves a certain 
degree of form. Here it is: 


On March 4, 1921, Albert Bacon 
Fall, who had been successively 
school teacher, cowboy, miner, pros- 
pector, rancher, Judge and ‘United 
States Senator from New Mexico, be- 
came Secretary of the Interior in 
President Harding’s Cabinet. On May 
31 the President issued an executive 
order, at the joint request of Secre- 
tary Fall and Edwin Denby, Setre- 
tary of the Navy, transferring the 
control of the naval oil reserves to 
the Interior Department. About six 
months later, in November, 1921, Ed- 
ward L. Doheny, founder of the Mex 
ican Petroleum Company, hearing 
that Mr. Fall; his old friend; with 
whom he had prospected in. New 
Mexico in the '80s, was anxious to ac- 
quire a ranch adjoining his own in 
New Mexico, lent him $100,000 with- 
out security.. A month.afterward, at 
Christmas time, Harry.F. Sinclair, 
President of the Sinclair Consolidated 
Oil Corporation, visited, Fall.at the 
latter’s ranch, Three Rivers, N. M. 

Three months after that, on. April 
18, 1922, the Department of the.In- 
terior announced that the Teapot 
Dome reserve had been leased to Sin- 
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of the present Senator from Wiscon- 
sin) called for an investigation of 
“the entire subject of leases upon 
naval oil reserves.’’ His resolution 
was adopted by the Senate on April 
29, 1922. President Harding. replied 
to this with a lengthy and heavily 
documented letter of explanation sent 
to him by Secretary Fall. And in his 
letter of transmission to the Presi- 
dent. of the Senate,» who happened 
to be Mr. Coolidge, President Hard- 
ing said: ‘‘I think it is only fair to 
say in this connection that the policy 
which has been adopted by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and the Secretary 
of the Interior im dealing with these 
matters was submitted to me prior to 
the adoption therof, and the policy 
decided upon and the subsequent 
acts have at al] times had my entire 
approval.’’ 

A year later Secretary Fall re- 
signed to devote himself to private 
business. A few weeks after his res 
ignation he went abroad.with Mr. 
Sinclair, who paid him $10,000 for his 
expenses, but did not, so he later tes- 
tified, pay him any salary. 

In the meantime Senator Thomas 
J. Walsh of Montana, member of the 
Senate’s subcommittee investigating 
the naval oil leases, had procured a 
truckload or so of documents bearing 
on the subject from the Department 
of the Interior. Such documents are 
seldom thrilling reading, but Senator 
Walsh found them curiously engross- 
ing. He began to read in the late 
Spring of 1922, and it was a year 
from the following Autumn before he 
was finished. On Oct. 23, 1923, the 
public hearings of the committee 
began, ringing up the curtain on the 
second great drama of the Oil 
Trilogy. 


II. 
The Investigations. 


action was slow at first. For 
a while it was a sedately con- 
ducted controversy among tech- 
nical experts as to whether Teapot 
Dome was really being drained by 
neighboring wells beyond the Gov- 
ernment’s domain. Presently testi- 
mony began to creep in that, while it 
had no scientific bearing whatever, 
contained an extraordinary amount 
of explosive. Teapot Dome began to 
simmer, then it boiled with steadily 
mounting vigor, and finally, when 
Archie Roosevelt appeared, the lid 
was blown off completely. 

Former Secretary Fall was the 
first. witness. He took full responsi- 
bility for leasing the reserves with- 
out calling for public bids, and de- 
clared that the secrecy. of the trans- 
action was in the public interest. 

Secretary Denby then stepped for- 
ward and said that it was he who 
had taken the initiative in recom- 
mending the transfer of the control 
from the Navy Department to the In- 
terior. He didn’t remember. just 
when he signed the Teapot Dome 
lease, and said he know nothing 
‘“‘e@bout the prior policy of the Navy 
Department with regard to the oil 
reserves. He said that he did not 
kno6éw jist how much oil the navy 
would get under the existing 10 per 
cent. contracts with the Sinclair and 
Doheny companies. 

Theodore Roosevelt, Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy, said that he. was 
at first opposed to transferring the 
contro] of the oil reserves to the 
Interior Department, but that he had 
been won over. Commander R. A. 
Stuart, U. SS. N., Bureau of Engi- 
neering, said that he did not know 
of “any officer of the navy. who ap- 
proved of the transfer of adminis- 
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him that the ofl In the Government 
naval reserves would be lost through 
drainage into privately controlled 
fields, ._Admiral Robison’s. views 
were flatly opposed to those of Rear 
Admiral Robert 8,. Griffin, former 
Chief of the Bureau of Engineering, 
who did all .in his power to prevent 
the transfer of the reserves from the 
Navy Department to Fall’s depart- 


ment. 
Sudden Prosperity. 

Carl Magee, an editor from New 
Mexico, told the committee that in 
1920. Fall. had been ‘“‘completely 
broke,”” and that subsequently im- 
provements estimated -to have cost 
$175,000 had been ‘made on the now 
famous Fall.ranch at Three Rivers. 
Thereupon the committee became in- 
terested in Fall’s sudden prosperity 
and sought to find where the money 
came from. 

Mr..Fall wrote.a letter to the com- 
mittee... ‘‘The gentleman from whom 
I. obtained. it .{the money. spent on 
Three Rivers] and who furnished me 
the cash. was the Hon. Edward B. 
McLean of Washington, D.C.” 

With Fall's letter in his hand,. Sen- 
ator Walsh thereu took a train 
for Palm Beach, where McLean was 
staying. . McLean” declared that he 


5 had lent Fall $100,000 in checks. Fall, 





who was a guest of McLean at Palm 
Beach, refused to see Walsh. 

Then Archie Roosevelt’ appeared 
before the committee voluntarily and 
asked to make a statement. He was 
allowed to, and the next day the 
papers were screaming with head- 
lines of his testimony. He said that 
he had resigned his position as Vice 
President of one of the Sinclair com- 
panies on the preceding day, at the 
suggestion of G. D. Wahlberg, confi- 
dential. secretary to Sinclair. Wahl- 
berg, he said, had hinted that. ‘‘some- 
body might have. lent Mr, Fall 
money,’’ and was especially worried 
about a payment of . $68,000 to the 
foreman at the Fall ranch. 

Wahlberg followed Roosevelt on the 
stand. He said that what the latter 
had mistaken for $68,000 probably 
was “six or eight cows" that Sinclair 
had given Fall. Later on it was dis- 
closed that in June, 1923, Sinclair had 
lent Fall. $25,000. in. Liberty bonds 
without, security. 

McLean appeared before the com- 
mittee in Washington, admitted that 
no checks of his made out to Fall 
had been cashed, and said -that he 
had merely ‘‘gone down the line’’ for 
a friend. 

Then Doheny reappeared and an-

The news- 
paper men said their connection 
with Sinclair had no influence on the 
editorial policy of their papers. 


So the disclosures, charges, myste- 
ries and excursions piled up to the 
grand finale of the investigations. 
The whole country was aroused and 
demanded punishment. And that led 
to the third and longest of the 
dramas, which is still being, played 
intermittently in the legal provinces, 
with the metropolitan stage of the 
United. States Supreme Court being 
used periodically for final engage- 
ments. 


Lively Side Shows. 


In the course of the investigations 
the Senate committee occasionally | , 
followed extremely interesting by- 
paths of action. There was, for in- 
stance, the time when Senator 
Walsh introduced a series of tel- 
egrams between Mr. McLean, who 
was a special agent of the Depart- 
ment of Justice at a salary of $1 a 
year, and, therefore, could use a 
special code, and his friends. 


In the code various persons were 
designated by nicknames, especially 
the names of fruits. Mr. Fall was 
“‘Apples.”’ Cherries, apricots and 
peaches also were referred to, but 
their identity was not completely 
disclosed. 

An inquiry into rumors of whole- 
sale corruption during the Presiden- 
tial campaign of 1920 gave. the. com- 
mittee a féw exciting days. Will Hi. 
Hays, former Chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee, vigor- 
ously denied a report that Sinclair 
stock to the amount of $1,600,000 had 
been given to wipe out the Repub- 
lican campaign deficit of 1920; He 
said that Sinclair’s gifts did not ex- 
ceed $75,000. Mr. Doheny testified 
that he gave $75,000 to the Demo- 
cratic campaign fund. 

There was various, conflicting and 
dramatic testimony as to whether, 
and if so how much, Jake Hamon, 
a murdered oil man and politician of 
Oklahoma City, had spent in a polit- 
ical way.

system of air communica- 

tions in Europe is today so 

a complete and so intricate that 

it rivals the railroads.

Hach year since 1918 the volume 
of European commercial air traf- 
fio has increased; each year new 
air lines have been placed in oper- 
ation, enabling ever-growing .num- 
bers of passengers to cover the space 
between their cities at a speed com- 
pared to which that of the fasiest 
express trains is a veritable snail's 
pace. In Germany especially the de- 
velopment of air traffic has been 
such as to take one’s breath away-— 
such as to set Americans wondering 
why it is that America, usually 
dbreast or ahead of the rest of the 
world in matters of invention, has 
allowed Europé in the field of pas- 
sengéer ‘transportation to steal a 
march on her own pioneers of the 
air,

The kernel of Germany’s air traffic 
is the Luft Hansa, or air league, 
the greatest of all existing commer- 
cial aviation concerns. It was formed 
in 1925 by the amalgamation of sev- 
eral companies which were pioneers 
in the aerial field. The term “Luft 
Hansa’ perpetuates a name dear to 
Teutonic hearts; for ‘“‘Hansa’’ is the 
German word for that powerful and 
warlike union of merchant towns, 
wherein Germans played such a 
prominent part, known to us as the 
‘‘Hanseatic League.”’ 

The air lines of the Luft Hansa 
now extend all over Germany, 50 
that one may fly, either directly or 
by means of transferring, between 
practically any two German cities of 
importance. In addition, it operates 
either alone or in conjunction with 
aerial navigation companies of other 
countries a series of international 
air services which comprise some of 
the longest and most important in 
existence. 


International Services. 


The three international lines op- 
erated by the Luft Hansa without, 


the cooperation of any other concern 
are those between Berlin and Zurich 
in Switzerland; between Stettin, in 
North Germany, and Stockholm, the 
capital of Sweden, by way of the 
Swedish port of Kalmar, and be 
tween Amsterdam, in Holland, and 
Basle, in Switzerland, via the Ger- 
man cities.of Diisseldorf, Cologne, 
Frankfort-on-the-Main and Munich. 

International lines operated by the 
Luft Hansa in conjunction. . with 
non-German concerns include the fol- 
lowing:

The Luft Hansa now has a fleet 
of 120 airplanes in commission for 
its manifold air services. Some of 
them are of the latest and most pow- 
erful type known. During the first 
post-war years the restrictions im- 
posed upon German aerial develop- 
ment by the Versailles Treaty en- 
abled German airplane constructors 
to employ only single-motor machines 
for air traffic... This greatly handi- 
capped them in competing with the 
pioneers of commercial aviation in 
the Entente countries, since the lat- 
ter were enabled to employ planes 
with two or more motors on the 
lines which they put into operation. 

But last year this restriction on 
the Germans was removed and they 
set to work to equip their air lines 
with some of the newest type of ma- 
chines having more than one motor. 
This and other factors have enabled 
Germany to forge ahead in aerial de- 
velopment at a rate surpassing that 
of any other country in the world.

In addition to the British planes 
already mentioned as plying between 
London and Paris, Brussels, Rotter- 
dam, Amsterdam and Cologne, the 
Imperial Airways, Litd., a pioneer 
among British aerial companies, 
sends planes regularly to Zurich, in 
Switzerland, via Paris and Basle. 
Then, of course, there is the air line 
just opened between London and 
Cairo, Egypt, connecting there with 
planes to Karachi, India, thus link- 
ing Europe, Africa and Asia. 

In France, the Air Union, a 
French company, maintains a régu- 
lar airplane passenger service be- 
tween Paris and Marseilles via 
Lyons. At Lyons connection is made 
with planes of the same company 
flying to Geneva, Switzerland. An- 
other French company operates an 
air service between Paris and Am- 
sterdam via Brussels. 

One of the longest of the great in- 
ternational air routes is French, that 
operated by a French concern (with 
headqyarters in Prague (Czechoslo-

Nuremberg and Prague to Vienna 
and thence, after passengers have 
transferred to other planes, to Bel- 
grade, Yugoslavia; Sofia, Bulgaria, 
and Constantinople, Turkey. 


French Airplane Services. 

The French also are pioneers in 
the domain of inter-continental avi- 
ation. A French company is already 
running a regular airplane service 
between Paris and Casablanca in 
Northern Africa via Toulouse and 
Perpignan (France), Barcelona, Ali- 
cante and Malag (Spain), and Tan- 
giers and Rabat (Morocco). The 
planes on this route cover a distance 
of about 1,150 miles between Paris 
and Casablanca in thirteen to four- 
teen hours. 


French air companies also operate 
lines between Marseilles and Oran in 
Algeria via Alicante (Spain) and be- 
tween Marseilles and Dakar (French 
Africa) via Casablanca. There is 
also a French air line between An- 
tibes on the French Riviera and 
Tunis, Northern Africa, via Ajaccio 
(Corsica).

What the War Left Austria. 


If the Peace Conference left Hun- 
gary with only one-third of her for- 
mer territory, it left Austria far 
worse off—worse off because Hun- 
gary is predominantly agricultural 
and Austria is an industrial cotintry. 
Much of the Austria of today is un- 
cultivatable, the countryside consist- 
ing for the most part of mountain 
valleys that cannot produce food 
enough to feed even the city of 
Vienna with its 1,800,000 inhabitants. 
As a matter of fact the peasants feed 
themselves first and the provincial 
towns next; Vienna gets what is left 
and is, therefore, dependent to a 
large degree on imports from Hun- 
gary and Germany. 

This situation will be clarified if 
the Allies’ disposition of former Aus- 
tria be examined. Pre-war Austria 
was 115,882 square miles in extent, 
according to the Statesman’s Year 
Book. By virtue of the Treaty. of

Tourist Indicates Detours to Avoid Traffic De-| 


lays in Elizabeth, Keyport and 
Hackensack 


By 8S. G. RICH. 


RISTS going through the 
metropolitan and suburban 
areas of New Jersey will 
often find that by using a 

short detour they can save time and 
often add no mileage. 

On the Lincoln Highway and the 
shore route, the worst delays below 
Newark occur in getting through the 
city of Elizabeth by the regular 
route. An alternative will eliminate 
most of this delay at the expense of 
about 1,500feet of rough block pave- 
ment. Coming, south into Elizabeth 
from Newark, on either Frelinghuy- 
sen Avenue or Bilizabeth Avenue, & 
left turn is made inte North Ayenue. 
The latter may be readily recognized 
by its location at the further end of 
the large Durant motor works. 
North Avenue is followed wnder the 
Pennsylvania Railroad tracks to 
Madison Avenue, at the further end 
of a park on the left. 

At this point a right turn is made 

into Madison Avenue, which is fol- 
lowed to its end at East Jersey 
Street. Here a jog right and left 
leads into West Scott Place, which is 
followed one long block into Eliza- 
beth Avenue, where a right turn is 
made to the court house. Just to 
the left of the court house, Rahway 
Avenue leads into the Lincoln High- 
way; but time is saved by a detour 
on the block to the left and a turn 
right into Washington Avenue, the 
latter being followed southward, 
avoiding a street forking off on the 
right, and continuing into Edgar 
Road, a straight concrete road lead- 
ing through Linden and into Rah- 
way. . 
A right turn at the apparent end 
of the concrete should be avoided 
and Edgar Road followed around a 
bend to the left to a sharp right 
corner less than 400 feet beyond. 
This bend takes one into Milton Ave- 
nue, 
Street. A left turn here and the 
right-hand fork at the church a block 
further south brings one on a brick 
road that leads into the shore route 
just below where it leaves the Lin- 
coln Highway. 

When using this route northward, 
East Scott Place, perhaps 100 feet 
further east than West Scott Place, 
should be used in getting beyond 
Elizabeth Avenue, Elizabeth. In 
either direction the only traffic de- 
lays will be those due to police sig- 
nals in front of the court house and 
crossing Bayway, both in Elizabeth. 


Avoiding Keyport. 


On the shore route the narrow 
streets, parking and sharp turn in 
Keyport, together with road con- 
struction west of that bine? 
to make a slow and troublesome sec- 
tion. By 1928 the State road looping 
around Keyport will be completed. 
For this Summer, however, motorists 
bound for Freehold and points 
toward Atlantic City along the shore 
route will find that a detour over 
good dirt roads is worth while. It 
also saves about a mile and a half. 
The shore route is left on the right 
at the stores in Lawrence Harbor, 
about a mile beyond the bridge over 
the railroad, and the dirt road fol- 
lowed southward over a bridge 
across the same railroad. Caution— 
Reverse curves in the road here. 

About a mile down, a road marked 
with a sign, “‘Cheesequake,’’ comes 
in on the right and the road bends 
to the left. A little further on the 
road bends sharply right and about 
two miles from the shore route 
curves around a bank, across a 
bridge and into Matawan, coming 
into the main street of this town 
opposite the brick church, For Free- 
hold and places toward Atlantic City 
a right turn brings one on the main 
road. This route, owing to the com- 
pletion last year of the concrete road 
from Freehold to Ocean Grove, prob- 
ably is the most convenient and least 
crowded route to Asbury Park, Ocean 
Grove and Belmar. 

In using this circuit round Keyport 
when bound northward the main 
highway is followed up the main 
street of Matawan until opposite the 
Methodist brick church with pillars, 
on the right. A sharp turn to the 
left down what appears to be a side 
street, but has the ‘‘Cheesequake”’ 
sign, is the start of the route. About 
a mile beyond, at the first fork, be 
sure to take the left; the right-hand 
road is a poor one in part and leads 
into the shore route just where con- 
struction is going on. At the second 
fork take the right and be cautious 
of reverse — curves on both sides of 
the railroad bridge. 

Those who desire to continue down 
the shore route through Red Bank 
or to Atlantic Highlands cannot 
avoid the 


avoided without difficulty. From 
any ferry the route to Ridgefield is 
taken; thence across the meadows 
through Ridgefield Park and Little 
Ferry. Just beyond the drawbridge 
at Little Ferry, at the conspicuous 
bank building, instead of following 
the signs to.Hackensack the left 
fork is taken, This concrete road 
leads straight ahead through Teter- 
boro and Hasbrouck Heights into 
Lodi. At the traffic signal in Lodi, 
in front of the two factory stacks, 
the right turn is taken. 


For Paterson, the first concrete 
road crossed about a mile beyond 
leads directly into Market Street. 
The next main crossroad, another 
imile beyond, Jeads to the right into 
Broadway, Paterson, It is also the 
‘main road between Hackensack and 
Ridgewood, known as the Paramus 
Road. 

When bound for places north of 
Hackensack, such as Westwood, 
Park Ridge and Pearl River, Hack- 
ensack is most conveniently avoided 
by leaving the main route just be- 
fore the double railroad crossing in 
Ridgefield Park (at Little Ferry 
Station). The street on the right 
leads, with a left and right turn, 
into the main street of Ridgefield 
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Drivers from New York will make 
themselves more welcome in New 
Jersey and will make motoring safer 
for all if they will give careful heed 


‘to certain ‘requirements of the N 


Jersey Motor Vehicle Code. The 
lowing are important: , 

1. Except where a sign on 
traffic light says “Right turn on 
red,”’ take it for granted that no 
turns are made on red lights. 

2. Pay full heed to white lines 
along the roads placed there to keep 
cars in line. Jersey inspectors say 
that four times out of five it is a 
New Yorker who dashes out of line. 

3. At night, drive with dim lights 
whenever possible—not with parking 
lights only, and not with bright 
lights. Save the bright lights for 
moments of special need. 

4. The car with only one headlight 
lighted at night is thoroughly dis- 
liked. 

5. In most places in New Jersey 
yellow traffic lights mean wait for 
the green light. 

6. Except on the Hudson Boule 
vard, do not pass the other man on

PHILADELPHIA REAPS BENEFIT 
FROM BRIDGE MOTOR TOLLS

In the first year of operation of the 
bridge Philadelphia received $452,669 
as its share of toll collections. This 
represents one-fourth of the revenue 
of the span. The money is suffi- 
cient to discharge all obligations 
attending the $10,500,000 of bridge 
bonds issued in that city. 


Philadelphia authorities thus have 
been able to request the courts to 
relieve the borrowing capacity of the 
city from the bond issue encum- 
brance. This permits the use of that 
amount for other purposes. The im- 
portance to Philadelphia cannot be 
everlooked. The city is still short of; 
funds, due to the Sesquicentennial 
Exposition, and it was thought last 
month that the city employes might 
be forced to go without pay. 

The need for relief of the conges- 
tion at the Philadelphia end of the 
bridge is acute. For several Sundays 
this season, when traffic over the 
bridge reached new high levels, al- 
ways excepting the first week-end 
opening, the fact was disclosed that 
unless Philadelphia attends to her 
approaches thé efficacy of the bridge 
will be materially lessened. The 
bridge is far from handling its max- 
imum traffic capacity and may never 
do so if the approaches prove a con- 
stant bar to the swift movement of 
vehicles, 

Bridge Manager Joseph K. Costello 
called attention to this condition in 
his monthly report submitted to the 
Delaware River Bridge Joint Com- 
mission a week ago. 


Philadelphia’s Problem. 


“The greatest task lies in getting 
rid of the cars in Philadelphia,’’ said 
Mr. Costello. “It is for a very im- 
portant purpose that the captain of 
bridge police takes personal charge 
at Fifth Street in Philadelphia on 
Sunday night. Even when the streets 
are bare, the duty of getting the cars 
off the bridge is no easy job, but 
when Fifth Street, Sixth Street and 
Vine Street are clogged with parked 
cars and machines getting gasoline 
at curbstone pumps there is grief 
and slow-moving traffic. 

“Then one realizes that the bridge 
is akin to a hose and unless the 
nozzle permits the easy escape of the 
contents the pressure is increased 
until trouble ensues.’’ 

On the Camden side of the bridge 
are the toll booths, but these fail to 
slow down materially the flow of 
traffic at that approach. Regarding

The widening of Race 
and Vine Streets will call for con- 
demnation of some valuable proper- 
ties, for the streets are only two 
and three blocks north of Market 
Street, Philadelphia’s main central 
business artery. 

The net revenue of the bridge in 
its first year was $1,810,678. On Dec. 
30, 1926, the bridge officials distrib- 
uted $946,682, and on June 30 there 
was a further distribution of $863,- 
996. Philadelphia’s share, as has 
been noted, was $452,661. Pennsyl- 
vania received a like amount. To 
New Jersey went $905,339, half of 
the proceéds, The division is in pro- 
portior to the money furnished by 
each Government for construction. 

Traffic during July so far has been 
record-breaking, In the first two 
weeks the tolls aggregated $111,303, 
which is $9,698 more than was col- 
lected last year in the same period. 
Bus business in the same period al- 
most doubled. In 1926 bus tolls col- 
lections were $12,678; this year they 
were $24,819. An interesting sidelight 
is that the tolls of the Penn-Jersey

Green Fruits Can Now Be Ripened 
By Gas — Feats in Electric Power

The discovery promises to have a 


soften, starch and other constituents 
are digested, excess acidity disap- 
pears and the color that we asso- 
clate with maturity spreads uni- 
formly. Luckily for the orchardist 
and farmer, the process can also 
take place in a “sweating room,” 
but at the expense of much waste. 

Experiments conducted at the 
Minnesota Experiment Station have 
proved that fruits gassed with ethyl- 
ene look better and taste better 
than if they are artificially ripened 
in the usual way. A test squad, 
unaware of the experiment to which 
it was subjected, invariably selected 
gassed fruit when it was offered, on 
the strength of its appearance. 

It takes from three to six weeks 
to ripen celery by covering it with 
tar paper or boards. Professor Har- 
vey picks the celery green and 
blanches it to order in less than 
three days. A single dose of ethyl- 
ene, costing about 40 cents for a 
car, is sufficient to convert unripe 
bananas into fine, mature fruit. As- 
tringent Japanese persimmons have 
been ripened in fifty hours. Some of 
the rarer tropical fruits, such as 
the mango, papaya, chayote and ju- 
jube, can now be shipped green and 
ripened in the North, with the re- 
sult that they may become as fa- 
miliar as oranges and bananas in 
New York and Chicago. 

We have long ago become accus- 
tomed to eating strawberries in 
January. Ethylene will make it pos- 
sible to ignore the seasons more 
than ever. Its use enables the or- 
chardist and farmer to advance the 
season at the beginning of the year, 
when early fruits first come to mar- 
ket and prices are high, and to 
lengthen it at the end of the year, 
when green fruit would otherwise be 
killed by frost.

Artificial Niagaras for Power. 

N electric light and power com- 
pany must invest a fortune in 
huge steam turbines and gener- 

ators and keep them running night 
and day. The machinery is built to 
carry the peak load, but the peak 
load lasts only a few hours. Hence 
the engineers of the electric light 
and power companies have every op- 
portunity to exercise their ingenuity 
in making the investment pay.

HEN it was ne age 
thirty years ago, ere 
about a tenth of a grain of 

gold in a ton of seawater, the blue- 
sky promoter saw his chance. 
Thanks to him, the possibility of 
mining the ocean for gold still cap- 
tivates. Apparently it captivated no 
less a scientist than Dr. Fritz Haber, 
who won the Nobel prize for his 
synthetic ammonia process, which 
made it possible for Germany to 
wage war long after she was cut off 
from the Chilean nitrate beds and to 
make high ‘explosives with nothing 
but gas as her raw material. A tenth 
of a grain to the ton is not much, 
but enough to attract a hard-headed 
chemist when he considers that sea- 
water costs nothing. 

Dr. Haber happens to be very 
hard-headed. Was the old estimate 
of approximately a tenth of a grain 
(the actual figure is 0.0775 to 0.155 
grains) to be trusted? He fitted out 
a steamer as a laboratory and sent 
her from Hamburg to North and 
South American waters. Also he 
made arrangements with steamship 
companies to send him samples of 
seawater from other parts of the 
world. He made 5,000 analyses and 
found that the old estimates held 
good only for samples collected off 
Newfoundland, where the Labrador 
current meets the Gulf Stream. Sev- 
en specimens had a gold content of 
0.083 to 0.147 grains of gold to the 
ton of water. 

It might be supposed that. the 
rivers .‘ the Pacific Coast would 
pour a certain amount of gold into 
the ocean. Haber’s analysis showed 
that San Francisco Bay is not an 
ideal gold mine, It contains only 
0.00024 grains of gold to the ton. 
The poorest samples came from the 
South Atlantic, which contains but 
0.00012 grains to the ton. This is 
about a thousand times less than the 
old estimates indicated. ‘It is not 
probable that the precipitation of 
gold from seawater will ever be a 
commercial waaress. he says. 


‘The Life of a Taxi. 


Fi stat senior students of Ohio 
State University undertook the 
task of determining the eco- 
nomic life of commercial passenger 
automobiles under the direction of 
Professor H. M. Jacklin: Taxicabs 
were tested because these alone are 
operated under standardized service 
methods. Dynamometers, traction- 
scales, gasometers—all the necessary 
instruments were used to obtain ac- 
curate records. 

Judging from a brief summary of 
the results prepared for the Society 
of Automotive Engineers, the first 
100,000 or 120,000 miles of a taxi- 
cab’s life are the easiest. There- 
after the signs of old age become 
manifest. From an over-all efficiency 
ranging from 10 to 12 per cent. at 
110,000 miles there is a drop to 8 
per cent. at 140,000. Only three

transatlantic air service will 
be inaugurated and how much it will 
cost to fly between Europe and 
America, the Chairman of a British 
gold-mining company with large 
holdings in South Africa astonished 
his shareholders by predicting that 
“in a few years from now the prob- 
abilities are that, South African 
towns will consider airdromes as es- 
sential as railway stations.”’ This 
optimistic prophecy is based on a 
calculation which proves that if the 
companies of the Rand were to 
transport gold bullion by air instead 
of by rail and water they would save 
$500,000 a year. 

Much of South Africa’s gold is 
mined far from centres of population 
and is carried through lonely regions 
where highwaymen still prowl. If 
gold were conveyed in easy stages 
from South Africa to London the in- 
surafhce rate against theft would be 
reduced and. interest would be saved 
because weeks would be reduced to 
days. Hence the possible saving of 
$500,000 annually. Who knows but 
some day we will point to a huge 
machine and say: ‘““There’s the gold 
plane from Alaska.”

They are cuprammonium, cellulose- 
acetate and the viscose processes.

Link With Britain 


By JAMES c. YOUNG. 


OT even cosmopolitan New 
York can hope often to en- 
tertain an Indian potentate. 
The coming of the British 
polo team has given the city an op- 
portunity to see Sir Sajjah Singh, 
Maharajah of Ratlam. Although 
polo is his absorbing interest for the 
moment, he expects to visit various 
American cities. And it is reason- 
able to assume that he will carry 
away for future consideration defi- 
nite impressions of American life. 
At 48 he stands straight and trim, 
dressed in a colorful costume befit- 
ting a Maharajah. He is a friendly 
man, but nobody could forget that 
he is also the ruler of an Indian 
State. The habit of rule is in his 
eye and voice and entire bearing. 


*T am told boxing is your greatest 
sport,’’ he said, ‘‘but I like polo best. 
That is a game of skill, you know, 
where a little man frequently proves 
better than a big one. How could a 
little man fight one of your heavy- 
weight champions? In India we have 
boxing, yes; but we have not pro- 
duced a champion yet. 

*‘You are an eager people, some- 
thing like the Indians. I observe 
that you do your work and enjoy 
your play swiftly, expertly. Why, 
you live at a pace no other nation 
could stand. I have hardly met any- 
body who seemed to have leisure for 
anythiag. Everywhere I hear talk 
of engagements—catching trains, 
meeting somebody, going here or 
there for the week-end. Tell me, 
do you ever stop for an hour with 
yourselves?’’ 

That was taking advantage of the 
interviewer. But the Maharajah did 
not press his.advantage; he returned 
to polo. ©. 2 

‘I am here to advise the British 
team,’ he éGontinued. ‘‘The riles 
will not permit amy one but an 
American or Englishman to play for 
the international cup...So0.I. must sit’ 
at one side. Yet they have named 
this an international match: 

“We have a fine team, and we hope 
to give you a good match. Polo, you 
know, was first played in India. A 
long time ago it was played at night 
with balls covered with burning pitch. 
That must have been a game worth 
seeing, don’t you think? Yes, we play 
it a great deal. Your teams are ex- 
cellent, too. You have the interna- 
tional cup--and what better proof 
could there be? 


Not Strong on Athletics. 


“Polo is our national game, you 
might say. I believe that we have 
learned a little baseball from you. 
But Indians as a rule do not partici- 
pate in athletic games. Life is more 
serious with us, more contemplative. 
We may change, but it will be slowly. 


drink, and the higher castes seldom 
use alcohol. But drinking is fairly 
common among the lower orders; yes, 
among Hindus, too. They have 
learned the Englishman’s habit. I 
never use strong drink myself, though 
I am not one of those who object to 
others using it. There is a growing 
opinion in India that drinking has 
bad social effects. We have prohibi- 
tionists like your own. They meet 
and discuss the matter and stir up 
interest. Some day we may have 
prohibition. 


Religious Liberty Abounds. 


‘I know it is a Western idea that 
India has little religious liberty. But 
I believe we have more liberty than 
any other nation. Mine is a Hindu 
State and there could be no form of 
religious belief admitting of more 
freedom. We have six systems of 
philosophy. A man may follow any 
one of them he chooses. In one, at 
least, free thinking equals yours and 
perhaps goes a great deal further. 
Yet the thinker is none the less a 
Hindu; he is not irreligious; we 
never cast him out as you some- 
times do. He is enjoying his right 
of religious liberty. He may specu- 
late as much as he pleases. 


*‘We have many Christians, too, al- 
though their numbers are slight com- 
pared with our population of 330,000,- 
000 people. Your Christian and other 
missions have brought no little good 
to India by way of medicine and edu- 
cation. The Government is endeavor- 
ing to establish popular mass educa- 
tion as rapidly as it can. In so 
great a country as India that must 
require a long time. Our schools are 
excellent so far as they go, but we 
have not enough....No Government 
could meet the need in haste. We 
must work out of our medieval 
schooling as well as other things. 
And the progress of recent years has 
been surprising indeed. 


Industry Forging Ahead. 


“In our economic life changes are 
coming more readily than anywhere 
else. I told you about cotton prices. 
Well, we are closely bound up with 
the Western World in. other affairs. 
Indian silver dominates the market. 
Indians themselves are turning to 
business. We have much to learn, 
and we learn expensively. When 
the war ended Indian factories had 
a great period of growth. We went 
too swiftly, both in building factories 
and in developing banking. Then 
came a period of depression. Fac- 
tories and banks closed; public con- 
fidence suffered. 


“In spite of these troubles we | 
have reorganized and gone ahead. 
I believe that Indian industries have 
a large future, particularly cotton 








India is responding everywhere to 
Western ideas, though we do it in 
our own way. This really has be- 
come a small world. In Ratlam we 
derive a large part of our wealth 
from cotton and your cotton prices 
are the first thing we want to know 
in the morning. American influence 
can be seen in many ways. We drive 
thousands of your motor cars. One 
kind I remember well. What is the 
name you call it? Oh, yes, a fliv- 
ver.”’ 

The Maharajah believes that the 
war forged the strongest bond be- 
tween Britain and India. 

“We fought together and bound 
our unity in suffering. That makes 
men brothers, you know. England is 
as necessary to India as India is to 
England. She has given us a stable 
central Government. England is fair 
and tolerant. We really understand 
each other very well. India has less 
agitation today than she has had in 
a long while. We had political 
troubles after the war, along with 
the rest of the world. There was 
considerable Soviet activity directed 
from Russia. But our people have 
not heeded that voice. Any changes 
they seek now or in the future will 
come from within rather than from 
without. 

*“‘Well, you know how long a time 
Europe required to emerge from 
medieval habits. I do not think it 
will take us as long. The world is 
moving swiftly, and you Americans 
move more swiftly than any other. 
We also are learning and trying to 
adopt the best of your ideas. Scien- 
tific agriculture has made some 
progress. In my own State we are 
experimenting with silk culture. 
Cotton has taken the place of opium 
as a source of wealth. We have rich 
soil, especially suited to the poppy, 
but its culture is restricted to narrow 
bounds. In cotton we find a profita- 
ble substitute. My people are pros- 
perous enough. When have you 
heard of famine in India?’’

CAN PADLOCK LAW OFFENDERS 





Federal Commission Reports More Than One- 
Third of Stations Have Wandered Off Their ' 
Waves—License Revocations Loom Up © 


LONG with the surprising asser- 
tion that from one-third to one- 
half of all the radio stations of 

the United States are off their 
essigned frequency or wave lengths 
comes the intimation that if this con-, 
dition is not rectified by the time the 
Federal Radio Commission. soon re- 
convenes after its inspection trip the 
big stick may descend and a number 
of stations which have been wabbling 
all over the ether are liable to have 
their licenses revoked. 

In well-informed circles it was no 
secret that numerous stations were 
not toeing the mark, but no one 
dreamed, until a nation-wide survey 
just completed by Federal radio 
supervisors revealed the fact, that 
the number was anything like from 
230 to 350 stations, as the report was 
said to show. If that_is true, this 
condition alone could be held largely 
accountable for thé heterodyning 
complained of in many séctions. 

Although it was announced in the 
beginning that stations-which-did-not 
strictly adhere to the new allocations 
would be vigorously dealt with, the 
commission really has. been quite 
lenient up to this time, due to the fact 
that there has been a shortape’in the 
supply of crystals, resulting in a lack 
of frequency control apparatus. 


Crystals Now Available. 

At the present time, however, the 
commission has been informed that 
where formerly manufacturers have 
not been able to keep up with the 
demand for crystals, through the aid 
of which an exact frequency may be 
maintained, -theré are plenty now 
available to meet all demands. 

One of the first orders issued by 
the commission was that stations 
must not deviate more than 500 cycles 
or one-half a kilocycle above or be- 
low their assignments. 

Among those which have been re- 
ported by Bureau of Standafds ex- 
perts as being up on their toes during 
the pest month and pointed out to 
the wabbling brothers as examples 
which they might well emulate are: 
WEAF and WJZ, New York, and 
WRC, Washington; WGY, Schenec- 
tady; WBZ, Springfield, and KDKA, 
Pittsburgh.

Figuratively speaking, 
tions, however, are apparently ‘‘miss- 
ing it a mile,’’ inasmuch as reports 
show they are as far off their fre- 
quencies as 5 kilocycles, others as 
high as.10.to 15 kilocycles and one 
which wabbled to the extent of 25 
kilocycles. .This last named is the 
eguivaient of 25,000 cycles, which 
even the casual observer will have to 
admit is pretty far from the devia- 
tion of 500 cycles stipulated by the 
commission. 

However, now the commission has 
been fully aroused it is - predicted 
there will be a drastic enforcement 
of the provision and the penalty will 
be the revocation of licenses. Where 
the authority of the commission has 
been questioned as to-what it may 
or may not do with regard to par- 
celling out the wave lengths, the law 
is considerably explicit and clear in 
its references to the commission's 
power in so far as the prevention of 
interference is concerned. 

Therefore it would not be surpris- 
ing if the commission as a whole will 
act as individual Commissioners have 
predicted: it should act, and if the 
hundreds of- wave wanderers do not 
quickly see the error of their ways 
there may be many padlocked sta- 
tions throughout the country.

John Euriaiiane, Violinist, ye Recital 
Over WEAF’s Network Tonight, 





NEW APPLICATIOW FOUND 
FOR VACUUM TUBES 


ACUUM tubes; deévéloped pri- 

marily for application in the 

field of radio, are now used in 
an entirely different field—in a 
synchroscope for indicating whether 
of not widely separated’ power gen- 
| erating machines are in step before 
the output of all the machines may 
be pooled in a common supply. The 
vacuunm-tube synchroscope gives a 
direct and immediate indication of 
whether incoming machines are run- 
ning too fast or too slow, and shows 
the difference im speed. 

At the present .time; throughout 
the country, isolated power plants 
are consolidating their resources in 
great central organizations. With 
such consolidations: and the atten- 
Gant economies in operation it is 
possible to tie-in a great’ number of 
generating plants, and this pooling 
of generated power permits the ser- 
vice of a great territory from a 
singie system. 

Prior to the development of the 
vacuum-tube synchroscope the “‘tim- 
ing” or synchronizing of a group of 
generating stations ‘was accom- 
plished by means of potential trans 
formers. This method was effec- 
tive but expensive, and this new ap- 
plication of the vacuum tube has 
been developed to meet the new con- 
ditions. 

The first installation of this new 
type of equipment was made by the 
General Electric Company at the 
Menands substation of the Adiron- 
dack Power and Light Corporation, 
near Albany, N. Y.; the second was 
made on the system of the Metro- 
politan Edison Company of Reading, 
Pa., and the third installation is now 
being made at Ocoee Plant No. 1 of 
the Tennessee Electric Power Com- 
pany, 60 miles from Chattanooga. 
Three 120,000-volt transmission lines 
from this station supply power 
to Knoxville, Nashville and Chatta- 
nooga.

Improved _alter- 
nating current tubes are utilized so 
that the set is operated in connec- 
tion with the light socket, thereby 
dispensing with all batteries. There 
are seven alternating durrent tibes 
of . the’ Kellogg heater type: Circuit 
‘comprises four stages of tuned radio 
frequency °* amplification,-' detector 
and two atdio stages’” The tubes 
are the samé type throughout, except 
in the last audio sotket; in which a 
new alternating current power tube 
is employed to handle volume withb- 
out distortion. 

The internal part of the instrument 
is divided into ste sections, each of 
which is housed in a metal box to 
prevent interaction between the o«- 
cuits and to»aid in making the cir- 
cult a sharp -tuner: ‘Five of the metal 
compartments contain the radio fre- 
quency tubes with their. associated 
coils, and the detector separately 
boxed. The sixth box contains the 
audio amplifier unit. 

An individual metal box contains 
all the power equipment, including a 
small step-down transformer. and 
“B”’ eliminator with 218 type tube. 
The maximum ‘“‘B’’ or plate voltage 
supplied is 215. 

An aerial condenser is provided so 
that the receiver can be adjusted to 
work with maximum efficiency on 
any length of antenna. This adjust- 
ment is made inside the cabinet, and 
once effected the control need not 
be touched unless,.the antenna is 
altered. 

There are two tuning controls, one 
a group switch that regulates the 
stator windings of the secondary 
colls and the other a simultaneous 
control for the rotors of the coils. 
A small knob controls the volume, 
which can be regulated from a whis- 
per to an intensity sufficient to fill 
a large auditorium. with music of 
high quality.

With the discussion over the Jack 
Dempsey-Jack Sharkey fight still at 
its height, and no nearer a satisfac- 
tory solution, Promoter Tex Rickard 
yesterday launched his final plans for 
the return heavyweight champion- 
ship battle between Gene Tunney, the 


titleholder, and Dempsey, from whom 


Tunney lifted the crown last Septem- 
ber in Philadelphia. 

Tunney. yesterday visited Rickard 
at Madison Square Garden, accom- 
panied by his manager, Billy Gibson, 
and his friend and adviser, Billy Mc- 
Cabe. In a visit of close to two hours 
he waived his contract involving the 
notification as to when and where 
he was expected to defend his title.

KINSEY'S RESIDENCE 
IN MEXICO DISPUTED 


Japanese Players Deny He Has 
Lived There Long Enough to 
Qualify for Team. 


RULES REQUIRE TWO YEARS 





A Permanent Home During That 
Time Is Called For by Davis 
Cup Regulations. 


The formal protest filed with Julian 
S. Myrick, Chairman of the Amer- 
ican Davis Cup Committee, by Zenzo 
Shimizu, captain. of the Japanese 
Davis Cup téam, questioning Robert 
Kinsey's eligibility to play on the 
Maxican Davis Cup team is based 
on the fact that the latter has not 
resided in Mexico long enough to 
warrant his playing for that country 
in the Davis Cup tie. 

Examination of the regulations 
governing the play for the cup show 


that the rule under which Kinsey’s 
case will be decided is Rule 21. 
This reads as follows: 

‘“‘Any amateur shall be qualified to 
represent a nation if he shall have 
been born in, be a citizen of, or be- 
come a naturalized citizen of that 
country, or shall have resided there- 
in for at least two years immediately 
preceding a tie, and when once a 
player has represented a nation he 
shall always be eligible for that na- 
tion, and shall represent no other, 
subject to the following exception, 
namely, that a player having repre- 
sented a nation under the residential 
qualification shall still be eligible to 
represent the nation of his birth 
provided that he shall not have rep- 
resented any other nation in the 
competition during the previous two 
years. If a player shall have repre- 
sented a nation and such nation is 
divided into two or more nations un- 
der the provisions of Regulation 2 
(b), he shall from and after such 
division be deemed for the purposes 
of these reculations not to hsve pre- 
viously revrésented any nation. A 
player shall be deemed to have rep- 
resented a nation if he shall have 
been nominated under Regulation 
24 (a) to play in a tie for the nation 
Siar te have accepted such nomina. 

on. 

The part of the rule that appears 
to anply to Kinsey is that section 
which reads, “or shall have resided 
therein for at least two vears imme- 
diately preceding the tie.’’ The Mex- 
ican naturalization laws reauire that 
an applicant for citizenship must 
have made his permanent residénce 
in that country for a period of five 
years wnrior to such application. Capn- 
tain Shimizu asserted that it is the 
understanding of the Davis Cup play- 
ers that Kinsev is not a naturalized 
citizen of Mexico and has not been 
a permanent and continuous resident 
thereof for two years. 

Several of the Japanese Davis Cup 
nlayers who have participated in the 
Mexican chamovionship for the past 
two years. and have met and plaved 
against Kinsey, are of the opinion 
that his residence in Mexico is not a 
permanent one. 

Robert Kinsey never has plaved as 
A member of the United Staten Davis 
Cup team, although his brother 
Howard has been a member of the 
squad and team. The two brothers 
roa won the national doubles title 
in 1924, when thev defeated Gerrld 
Patterson and Pat O’Mara Wood, the 
famous Australian vair.

TO JOK M’GARTHY 


Genial Leader Has _Instilled 
Men With Idea They Can't 
Be Beaten. 





METHODS FIRM BUT QUIET 


Since Taking Hold Last Year Has 
Built Winning Ball Club— 
Players All for Him. 


The success of Joe McCarthy, the 
calm manager of the Cubs, is attri- 
buted to two outstanding character- 
istics in his make-up. The first of 
these is a disposition that refuses to 
be ruffled and the second is his abil- 
ity to communicate his own con- 
fidence to his players. According to 
Coach Jimmy Burke, his first lieu- 
tenant, McCarthy is always genial. 
No matter how bad the breaks are, 
how bad the club is going, he al- 


ways has a smile for his players. If 
one of them does something he 
shouldn’t do, Joe tells him about it, 
but with a smile on his face. Withal, 
however, he is serious. His smiles 
and his genial manner never breed a 
contemptuous intimacy. The players 
know that Joe means business, but 
in a pleasant sort of way. 
Confidence is second nature with 
the Cubs’ leader. He is known as a 
smart baseball man. The strategy 
of the game that he possesses comes 
from a long and varied experience 
in baseball. His men say that when 
first you meet McCarthy he im- 
presses you as a man who knows 
just what he is doing and why. But 
more than that he has the ability to 
impress his men with the idea that 
if they follow his plans success will 
be achieved. 


Took Hold of Cubs In 1926. 


When he took hold of the Cubs 
in 1926 the players that were turned 
over to him were not certain where 
they were going. Everything they 
did seemed to go wrong. Games 
they had practically won were lost 
in late innings. Pitchers who should 


have been successful were being bat- 
tered hard every day. McCarthy had 
a long talk with the players, then 
singled out each man and had a 
guiet talk with him. 

In a short time he cast adrift the 
men he did not want and got hold of 
the men he did want. 

He had trouble with his infield and 
his pitchers. He made changes here 
and there. He made Earl ebb, a 
reformed pitcher, into a slugging 
outfielder. He made a star out of 
Hack Wilson. He took the unsuc- 
cessful Brillheart and instilled such 
confidence in him that he became a 
winning pitcher almost at once. The 
brilliant Charley Root had been = 
ting nowhere in particular until 
Carthy convinced him that he was a 
world beater. The same thing hap- 
pened to Guy Bush. Both were fine 
pitchers but couldn’t win. McCarthy 
made them believe they couldn’t be 
beaten. McCarthy finished fourth 
last year. 

His infield troubles caused him a 
lot of worry and the inner defense 
wasn’t very strong until McCarthy 
secured Charley Pick from the Kan- 
sas City club. With Pick McCarthy 
placed Grimm and Adams and either 
Beck or English at various times. 
He traded Freigau and built up a 
fine infield. With Hartnett behind 
the plate and given proper. encour- 
agement, the catching was taken 
care of and Hartnett regained much 
of his dangerous batting power.

Average 
lies are better, greens on the whole 
are truer, and, in the main, every- 
thing has been done to aid golfers 
who hit the ball down the middle 
and are straight on the flag with

EAGER FOR CHANGE 
IN TENEMENT LAWS 


W. F. Lockhardt Tells of Bene- 
fits to Be Derived From 
Proper Construction. 


Authorities in many fields are dis- 
playing keen and helpful interest in 
the findings of the legislative com- 
mittee for a revision of the Tene- 
ment House law, which has become 
of outstanding importance as a re- 
sult of the discussions in connection 
with the construction of closely built 
rows of cheap and highly inflamma- 
ble houses. 

W. F. Lockhardt, Associate Mem- 
ber, American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers, among others, discusses the 
situation from a construction stand- 
point and points out through figures 
the very small increased cost neces- 
sary to provide a type of house that 
is not only well built but represents 
the minimum of maintenance cost 
for the owner. 

“It is a question with all of us as 
to whether the most serious aspect |th 
of the present situation is the fire 
hazard pointed out by Robert Adam- 
son,”’ said Mr. Lockhardt, “the 
creation of potential slum areas 
through the inability of home owners | & 
to meet the excessive upkeep and re- 


ir costs, or the unfavorable men- 
reaction of these home owners as 
they find their savings jeopardized 
because they have been misled as to 
the carrying costs of these houses.
